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John, Duke of MARLBOROUGH. | 


XK OHN CHURCHILL, ſecond Son to 
M „ Sir Winſton Churchill, of a moſt antient 
I Family, was born at Abe, in the Pariſh 
E. MN. of Muſbury in Dewonſbire, the Four and 

| Twentieth of June 1650, about Noon. 
He had a liberal and polite Education in his younger 
Years, and as he grew up became tall, handſome, 
and of a noble Appearance. Having been brought 
to Court young, he was made Page of Honour to 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, who conceived 
a Predilection for-him, from the firſt Moment of his | 
having entered into his Service. 

Having diſcovered his military Inclinations, he 
obtained an Enſign's Commiſlion at the Age of Six- . 
teen, which youthful Period (had he not been a Fa- 
vourite) would have been an Obſtacle to bis get- 


ting it. . 3.8 
He 1 laid hold on the firſt 89838 to 2 bis 
Country, and embarked for Tang iers, where, durin — 33 


the Time he was in that Garriſon, * was in ſeve 
Skirmiſhes with the Moors. 
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The Duke of Monmouth, in 1672, gave him a 
Captain's Commiſſion in his own Regiment, in 
France, whither he accompanied, and there ſerved 
under him, with the fix Thouſand Erg/i Troops, 
which King Charles the Second ſent to Lewis the 
XIVth. as Auxiliaries . ee the Dutch. The French 


Army in which they ſerved was very numerous, 
commanded by the King in Perſon, having under 
him two of the moſt eminent Generals of that Age, 
to wit, the Marſhal de Turenne, and the Prince of 
Conde: Our young Warrior reaped every Advantage 
poſſible from the Precepts and Examples of ſuch 
great Maſters, during that remarkable Campaign, in 
which the French almoſt over-run the United Pro- 
vinces, with incredible Rapidity. Mr. Churchill, 
was preſent with the Duke at the taking and ſurren · 
dering of each Place. It was particularly at the 
Siege of Nimeguen, that he laid the firſt Foundation 
for attaining to the Art of beſieging ſtrong Places, 
which he became afterwards ſo great a Maſter. of. 
Marſhal de Turenne took particular Notice of him, 
and, beſides the Commendation of his Conduct, diſ- 
tinguiſhed him by the Title of the handſome Engliſb- 
man, Which he was long known by in the Army. 
Under Tureme he learned the Art of ſubduing the 
French Nation. When not obliged by Duty, he 
was, notwithſtanding, preſent at every Enterpriſe of 
Difficulty and Danger, as a Volunteer. Nothing 
wos ſo deſperate, nor ſo apparently given over, but 
w his Courage and Conduct knew how to repair, 
of which he gave many Inſtances. ns 

He diſtinguiſhed himſelf the Year following, 1673. 
at the Siege of Maeſtricht, which had a Garriſon 
of 10,000 Men, and made a vigorous Defence. He 
was remarkably one of thoſe brave Eng/;/ Officers, 
who accompanied the Duke of Monmouth in axe” 
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Jon, Duke f MaRILBORO Vn. 3 
the boldeſt and moſt deſperate Attempts, that Hiſtory 
perhaps makes mention of; and in which he was 
wounded, being then Captain of the Eng/;þ Gre- 
nadiers. The General's Example animated him, 
and he ſupported the General's Intrepidity, and was 
the chief Inſtrument of his Point being carried. Of 
Churchill's Courage and Conduct, the French King 
made a public Acknowledgment, and thanked him 


for, at the Head of his Army, with Aſſurance of 


Recommendation to his Maſter the King of Great- 
Britain. 1 prin 

Soon aſter his Return to England, being the uni- 
verſal Favourite of King, Court and People, he was 


made Lieutenant- Colonel of Sir Charles Litileton's 
Regiment. He was in general Eſtimation among 


the Court Ladies in that Reign of Gallantry and In- 
trigue, which he made inſtrumental to the raiſing of 
his Fortune. | 

The Peace which enſued, at the Beginning of the 
Year 1674, deprived Lieutenant-Colonel Churchill 
of the Opportunity of diſplaying his military Talents 
in the Field ; however, he let eſcape none by which 
he could promote his Fortune. He grew daily more 
and more in the Favours, as well of the King, as 
the Duke; and, tho' one of the youngeſt Officers, 
ſoon obtained, by the Favour of the latter, the Com- 
mand of a Regiment. 

In 1679, Colonel Churchi// attended the Duke 
of Tork to Flanders, in which Retirement he had 
an Opportunity of ſtudying the Duke's Character, 
a Knowledge of which was the the Main- ſpring of 
of his Conduct, in regard to him afterwards. He 


alſo attended his Royal Highneſs to Scotland; by 
whoſe Indulgence, among ſeveral other important 


Truſts which he was honoured with, he was made 
Colonel of a Regiment of Dragoons.

Giffard Thornhurſ?, of Agne:-Court, in Kent, Ba- 
ronet. She was born the Nine and Twentieth of 

May 1660, the very Day King Charles II. was re- 
' fored ; the was looked on as one of: the moſt ac- 

compliſhed Ladies of the Court, and was very. much 

in the Favour of the Princeſs Ame, the Duke of 
York's youngeſt Daughter, and afterwards our moſt - 

gracious Sovereign Queen Anne. 

In the Duke of Yor#'s Return in the Year FR 
to Scctlard, from which Kingdom he had but lately 
come, Colonel Churchill attended him, with many 
other Perſons of Diſtinction then in his Retinue. 
They went on board the Glcuce/ter Frigate, at that 
Time lying in Margate Road, accompanied by the 
Dartmouth, Ruby, and Happy Return. The, next 
Day, the Glouceſter ſtruck on the Sand called Lemon 
Ore, about , ſixteen Leagues from the Mouth of the 
Humber; ſhe hed in a very ſhort Time ſeven Feet 
Water in her Hold; and the Duke, with the Colo- 
nel, and ſome ſew more. only eſcaped with their. 
Lives. It is reported, that on this Occaſion, the, 
the Duke ſtayed ſome Time at the Hazard of bis 
own Life to take the Colonel into his Boat. 
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The Duke got ſafe to Scotland on the Seventh of 
May, and with great Expedition came back by Sea 
to London in twenty Days, Colonel Churchill ſtill 
wes oth Erin who, having been an Eye-wit- 
neſs of the Duke of York's Conduct in Scotland, 
which he governed at that Time in an atbitrary 
Manner, and gave manifeſt Tokens of his Cruelty 
and inveterate Hatred to the Pr:/byterians, no doubt, 
fortified his Principles with Refle&ions on what the 
Duke might do when a reigning Prince, ſince he 
carried Matters ſo far while but preſumptive Heir. 

In the Vear 1683, through the Requeſt of the 
Duke of York, as a Reward of his faithful Service 
to him, the Colonel was created by King Charles Il. 
Baron Churchill of Axmouth, in Scotland; his Let- 
ters Patent bearing Date the Twenty-firſt of Decem- 
ber of this Year. He was alſo made Colonel of the 
third Troop of Guards. 

On her Marriage with Prince George of Denmark, 
youngeſt Brother of King Chriftian V. the Princeſs 
Anne 9 requeſted her Father, that Lady 
Churchill might be nominated one of the Ladies of 
her Bed-chamber ; which being granted, ſhe, from 
that Step made her Way to the Height of Power, 
to which, by the Protection and Favour of her Royal 
Miſtreſs, ſhe gradually advanced. 

In 1685, the Duke of York ſucceeded his Brother 
King Charles Il. and was proclaimed'by the Name 


of King James II. By this Change of Soverei 75 | 


Lord Churchill was ſo far from loſing Ground i 
his Royal Maſter's Favour, that his Affection and 
Eſteem for him ſhone forth with more Luſtre. He 
not only continued him one of the Gentlemen of 
his Bed-chamber, as he had been while Duke of 
York, and Colonel of the third Troop of Guards, 
but made him a Lieutenant-General,” and ſent him 
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Ambaſſador to the Court of France, to notify the 
Death of the late King, and his Majeity's Acceſſion 
to the Crown. | +0 
It was on the Fifth of March, (N. S.) that his 
Lordſhip had Audience of his Moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, for this End, at Verſailles; as he had afterwards 
of the Dauphin and Dauphineſs, the Duke of 
Burgundy, the Duke of Anjou, and the Duke and 
Ducheſs of O, laans. The Eighth. of the ſame 
Month, he had Audience of Leave in the ſame 
Manner; and on the Tenth left Paris, to return to 
England. Upon his Return from France, he was 
conſtituted, on the Sixteenth of March, High Steward 
of the Borough of St. Alban's. | 
On the 'I'wenty-third of April, at the Corona- 
tion of King James II. he was particularly ordered 
to attend as Gentleman of his Majeſty's Bed-cham- 
ber; and in the Proceſſion he followed immediately 
after the Duke of Northumberland, Captain of the 
Horſe guard (in waiting) between the Earl of Hun- 
tingdon, Captain of the Band of Penſioners, and 
the Viſcount Grandiſon, Captain of the Yeomen of 
the Guard ; being followed by two Grooms of the 
Bed-chamber, and the Yeomen of the Bed-cham- 
ber. : | 
His Majeſty, the Fourteenth of May following, 
in Conſideration of his faithful Services, created him 
a Peer of England, by the Style and Title of Lord 
Churchill, Baron Churchill of Sandridge, in the 
County of Hertford, a Manor belonging to the Fa- 
mily of Fennings, which devolved to him in Right 
of his Lady. The Nineteenth, his Lordſhip took 
his Seat in the Houſe of Peers, being introduced 
between the Lord Maynard, and the Lord Butler, 
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Tn the Month of June, when an Inſurrection was 
raiſed in the Ve, in Favour of the Duke of Mon- 
mauth, who was arrived there from Hol/and, and laid 
Claim to the Crown ; the Lord Churchill commanded 
the firſt Forces that were ſent againſt him, and 
firmly rejected all Monmouth's Offers to ſhake his Al- 
legiance ; and, by the judicious Diſpoſition of his 
Detachment, worſted all the other Parties. To his 
Vigilance the Night before the Battle of Sedgmore, 
the Fortune and Victory of that Day was owing. 

It is difficult to conceive how Lord Churchill, who 
was ſo near the King's Perſon, and ſo much in his 
Favour, could poſſibly avoid, without giving Offence, 
being engaged in ſome of the pernicious Councils 
againſt our Laws, Religion and Liberty: And that 
he was not, is as certain, as his not being ſo is an 
irrefragable Proof of his prudent Conduct, and con- 
ſummate Wiſdom. 4 

He, with ſeveral of the firſt Diſtinction, who had 
previouſly ſigned an Invitation to the Prince and 
Princeſs of Orange, to come and relieve theſe King - 
doms from Popery, Slavery, and arbitrary Poaver. 
went over to the Prince of Orange ſoon after his 
Arrival. Lord Churchill, as he deſerted from the 
King's Party, ſent the following Letter to his

When King James II. left London and went to 
Feverſham, in Order to embark for France, the Prince 
of Orange, who was advanced with his Army as far 
as Henley, diſpatched the.

Lord Churchill was likewiſe amongſt thoſe Peers, 
who met at Veſiminſter the Twenty-firlt of Decem- 
Ber; and ſigned the Aſſociation, To fland by one an- 
other, in purſuing tie Ends of the Prince of Orange's 
Declaration ; and that if any Attempt ji ould be made 
on his Perſon, it ſhould be revenged on all, by wham, 
or from whom, any ſuch Attempts ſhould be made. He 
was alſo one of thoſe Peers, who, on the Twenty-fifth 
of December, addreſſed his Highneſs To tale upon him 
the Adminiſtration of the public Af airs, both Civil 
and Military; and the Diſpoſal of the public Revenue, 
for the Preſervation of our Religion, Rights, Laws, 
Liberties, and Properties, and of the Peace of the

This Addreſs of the Peers was followed by the 


like Addreſs from an Aſſembly of Commons, who 


had ſerved in Parliament, and of the Lord-Mayor, 
Court of Aldermen, and Common Council of the 


City of London. | 


On the Prince of Orange's taking the Adminiſtra- 
tion upon him, in Purſuance of theſe two Addreſſes, 
he immediately made the Lord Churchill Eieute- 
nant-General of his Forces, and gave him Directions 
to reform eight of the new-raifed Regiments, viz. 
Five of Horſe, and Three of Foot, as far as ex- 
tended to their Officers, but to keep in thoſe who 
had ſerved before, and were willing to be employed 
by his Highneſs. The Regiment of Major General 
Oglethorpe, was given to Lord Churchill's Brother. 

The Day after that of the Proclamation of King 
William and Queen Mary, Lord Churchill was ſworn 
one of their firft Privy Council, and made one of 
the Gentlemen of the King's Bed- chamber; and on 
the "Ninth of Aril, being two Days before their 
Majeſties Coronation, his Lordſhip's faithful Services 
were rewarded by his being advanced to the Dignity 


— 
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of Earl of Marlborough, and accordingly he attend 
at their Majeſties Coronation, in that Quality. 

The Reception of King James in the French 
Court, and his tranſporting F-ench Forces into Jre- 
land, cauſed a Declaration of War againſt France. 
King William finding his own Preſence requiſite in 
Eng land, thought the Earl of Marlborough the moſt 
proper Perſon to command his Forces in the Ne/her- 
lands ; his Lordſhip landed 'at Rotterdam the Seven 
and Twentieth of May, (N. S.) and proceeding. to 
Magſtricht, arrived the Second of June. Aſter a 
Conference with Prince aldeck, on the Operations 
of the Campaign, they both ſet out the next Day 
for the Camp. | : 

The French, who were greatly ſuperior in Num- 
bers to the Allies, ating on the defenſive only, 
attacked Walcourt, the Five and Twentieth of Au- 
2% (N. S.). The Earl by his Generalſhip, and his 
Engliſb Troops by their Bravery, made the Enemy 
draw off their Forces in great Haſte and Diſorder, 
leaving behind them ſome Cannon and Ammunition, 
with near two Thouſand Soldiers and Officers, killed 
and wounded. The Loſs on the Side of the Allies, 
did not exceed three hundred Men. The Earl's Con- 
duct on this Occaſion was univerſally praiſed, and 


particularly by Prince Walgeck, who ſaid to King 


William, That Marlborough ſaw into the Art of a 
General more in one Day, than others did in a great 
many Years. | | | 

In the Year 1690, at the latter End of the Sea- 
ſon, he was ſent General of the Forces embarked 
from Port/mouth for Ireland; he arrived with the 
Fleet before Corke, the Twenty- firſt of September.

The Duke laid claim to it with ſome 
Heat as a Prince; but the Earl, with his uſual Gen- 
tleman-like Temper, - inſiſted on its being his Right, 
' not only as the elder Officer, but as he commanded 
the Troops of his own Nation, which were Princi- 
pals in the Quarrel ; whereas the Duke only com- 
manded Auxiliaries : But that his Country might not 
ſuffer through ſuch a Diſpute, he deſiſted from a Part 
of his-juſt Right, and accordingly the Earl of Mar/- 
borough commanded the firſt Day, and gave the 
Word Nirtemberg; and the Duke of that Name 
commanding next, gave the Word Marlborough, ſo 
they ſhared the Command. | 

When all Things were ready for a. general Al- 
fault, the Beſieged, in Cork, thought fit to prevent it, 
and agreed to the Earl of Marlboroughb's Conditions, 
ſigned the Twenty-eighth of September. 

The Earl reſolved to purſue his good Suceeſs, he 
immediately ſent away a Detachment. of Horſe and 
Dragoons, under the Command of Brigadier Villiers, 
to ſummon the Town and Forts of King/ale; and 
his Lordſhip ſetting out himſelf from Cor4, the firſt 
of October, arrived the next Day before the Town, 
where he met with more Difficulty than he at firſt 
apprehended, but by his great Conduct obliged them 
to capitulate. | 
This Expedition being brought to a happy Con- 
cluſion, the Earl of Marlborough left the Command 
of the Troops to the Duke of Wirtemb:rg, em- 
barked for England, and arrived at Kenjington the

- The next Year, 1691, his Lordſhip made the

The Campaign ended, the King left the Army the 

Seventeenth of September, and on the Nineteenth of 
October landed in England, accompanied among other 
Noblemen by the Earl of Marlborough, ' who was 
again nominated to ſerve under the King in the qua- 
lity of a general Officer the next Campaign, 1692; 
but, to the univerſal Surprize of the Nation, ke was at 
once removed from all his Employments, which

Various Cauſes have been aſſigned for this Event, but 
not one aſcertained. Marlborough's Friends at Court, 
and in the King's Favour,” did not ceaſe to repreſent 
to his Majeſty, how little he deſerved ſuch Treat- 
ment. Not long after, he and ſome other Peers 


were put in the Tower upon a falſe Accuſation of

But the Contrivers of it being detected, were whip- 
ped and pilloried, and the Lords enlarged.

: the Year 1696, the Earl of Marlborough was 
again accuſed falſly of being in King James's In- 
tereſt by Sir John Fennict, but acquitted by the 
Parliament. The King was pleaſed on the Nine- 
teenth of June, though many others had made In- 
tereſt for ſo important a Charge, to appoint the Right | 
Honourable John, Earl of Marlborough, to be Go- 
vernor to his Highneſs the Duke of Ghuce er, then 
entering on the Tenth Year of his Age.

in Holland On the 'Twenty-eight of the ſame Month 
he appointed his Lordſhip Ambaſſador Extraordinary, 
and Plemipotentiary for the Negotiations at the 
Hague. His, Lordſhip embarked with his Majeſty 
at Margate, the firſt of July, and came two Days 
afterwards to the Hague. He took his Reſidence in 
Prince Maurice Houſe, near the Court, which the 
States out of a peculiar Reſpe& to his Majeſty, and 
Eſteem for his Lordſhip ſent him, where he received 
the Viſits of all foreign Miniſters.

The firſt of September he returned to the Hague; the 
Twenty: ſecond waited on the King at Loo, which 
he left a few Days after, and went to Breda to pre- 
pare my thing in the Camp, near that Place, for the 
King's Reception. The Thirtieth, the King review- 
ed the Forces, and with his chief Officers were enter- 
tained at Dinner by the Earl of Marlbrough at his 
Lordſhip's Quarters. The Third of Q&ober, the

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Earl ſet out from the Camp, and after he had con- 
ferred with the States General, and the Foreigg 
Miniſters at the Hague, returned to England on the 
ſitting of the Parliament. 3 
King James II. died the Sixth of September, 
(O. S.) 1701. And the French King having declared 
the young pretended Prince of Yates, to be King 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, all neceſſary Pre- 
tions for War were making; but before it broke 


out, it pleaſed God to take away his Majeſty on 


the Eight of March, 172. | 

Queen Au, in her firſt, Speech to Parliament, 
declared - herſelf to be in the ſame, hoſtile Reſolu- 
tions, and caſt an early. Eye of Favour on the Earl 
of Marlborough, and A. him Partaker of the 
firſt Honours ſhe beſtowed ; for within a few Days 
aſter her Acceſſion to the Throne, on the Four- 
teenth of March, he was elected into the Mo/f# Noble 
Order of the Garter, into which Order he was 
afterwards inſtalled by his Proxy, Sir Benjamin 
Bathurſt, The following Day he was declared 
Captain General of all her Majeſty's Forces in En- 
gland, or which were employed abroad in Conjuntion 
with the Troops of her. Allies. Her Majeſty alſo 
ſent him to Halland with the Character of Anbaſſa- 
dur Extraordinary, and Plemipotentiary to thi States 
General, He arrived at the Hague, the Twenty- 
eight of March, (N. S.) where he ſtaid but a few 
Days, though to very good Purpoſe, having ſettled 
ſeveral important Affairs with the Deputies of the 
State, eſpecially for the opening of the Campaign; 
and on the Fifth of April, he arrived in England, 
having been choſe, by the Dutch, Commander in 
Chief of their Army, with a Sallary of 1000 J. per An- 
aum. In conſequence whereof, in order to prevent all 


Miſunderſtandings among the general Officers, he 2 60 
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Care, before his departure from Hollkrd, to ſettle the 
Points of Pre-eminetice' or Rank. On the 'Twelfth 
of the fame Month he was one of the Sixteen Farls 
Aſſiſtants at the. Funeral Obſequies of King William. 
On the Twenty-third ditto, being St. George's Day, 
her Majelty's Coronation was performed with the 
uſual Solemnity at Veſiminſter-Abbey, at which the 
Earl and his Counteſs aſſiſted in their proper Rank. 
He ſet out for Holland the Twelfth of May, her 
Majeſty having, for the better Support of his Dignity, 
conferred upon him the Place of Maſter General of 
the Ordinance; the States with whom he had 
ſeveral Conferences as Ambaſſador, and Captain Ge- 
neral, having declared him Generaliſſimo of all their 
Forces, ſent Orders to all their Generals and other 
Officers to obey him. 1 ien . 14 % $3 1 
The Earl, on his fide, made ſo ' modeſt and 
becoming à uſe of the Power put into his Hands, 
as ſoon gained him the Hearts of all general Officers 
who were under him; and to the Earl of A:hblore, 
eminent for' his military Exploits, he behaved in fo 
courteous. and obliging a manner, that the Com- 
mand ſeemed to be equal between them. All things 
being now regulated with the Deputies of the 'Stares, 
his fordthip left the Hague the Thirtieth of June 
(N. S.) and- went to Breda, from whence he ſent 
what Detachments could be ſpared from that Place 
and other Garriſons, to the Camp at NMimeguen. 
He followed thither himſelf the Second of Jah, 
where the next Day the Earl of Athlone, and the 
other general Officers, made him a Viſit. © At an In- 
terview with them, he gave the neceſſiry Orders for 
drawing the Army togetter, Which formed a Camp 
at Deckemburgh and Buderwick, conſiſting of Seven- 
ty-ſix Battalions of Foot, and one Hundred and 
 TI'wenty Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, amount- 
| | | ing 
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ing together to about 60,000 Men, with 62 Cannon, 
8 Mortars and Hawbitzers, and 24 Pontoons. Thi- 
ther the Earl went likewiſe; and on the Sth, held 
a Council of War of all the general Officers, to 
concert the farther Operations -of the Campaign. 
When the Army was brought together, the Earl of 
Marlborough finding his Forces, if not ſuperior in 
Number to that of the Duke of Burgundy yet juſtly fo 
by other Adyantages, marched his Army on the 16th, _ 


cover the Maeſe, and encamped at Oweraſel, near 


Grave, within two Leagues and a half of the Ene- 
my, who had entrenched themſelves between Gock 


and Gennep. On the 26th, the Confederate Army 


re paſſed the Mae/ſe, below the Grave; and on the 
28th encamped at Gellorp; upon which Motion the 
French went over the ſame River at Ven, and re- 
treated as faſt as the Allies advanced; by which 
2 Guelderland was expoſed to the Diſcretion of 
e Allies, for whom'Lord Cutts, at the Head of a 
Detachment, had taken the Caftle of Grawenbreck; 
The '1 2th, the Confederate Army encamped at Ever- 
beck, and on the 22d, at Holechtoren, where they 
found the French ſeemingly preparing to receive 
them, being very advantageouſly poſted, and having 
received divers Reinforctments, making about 18 or 
20,000 Men: So that they were now in a Condition, 
if Courage had not been wanting, to venture an 
Engagement. The Earl of Marlborough ranged his 
Troops in Order of Battle, and in that Manner 
continued his March. The Duke of Burgundy and 
the French Generals ranged their Army — in 
Order of Battle, thovgh they very well knew there 
could be no Action; the two Armies being ſeparated 
by Marſhes and Defiles, in ſuch a' Manner, that it 
was impoſſible for either to attack the other, with- 
out a very great Hazard. In this Poſture both Ar- 
| | mies 
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mies remained two Days cannonading each other, 
and expecting which would begin the Attack; but 
the French, not willing to run the Riſque, though 
they were ſo well ſecured, decamped filently in the 
Night, and took Poſt at Berringen. The French, 
to do ſome Honour at leaſt to the Duke of Par- 
| gundy for this his firſt Campaign, pretended it was 


the Allies who declined the Battle. | 


The Dutch, who were in the deepeſt Concern but 
a few Weeks before, on the Retreat of their, Army 
under the Cannon of Nimeguer, (beſore the Earl of 
Marlborough arrived) had now the Pleaſure to ſee 
the Enemy fly in their Turn, The Earl went on, 
taking ſeveral Places which made little or no Re- 
ſiſtance: He now ſaw very plainly, that the French 
were as aſſiduous to avoid a Battle, as he to engage 
them to it; for they always retired before him, or 
poſted themſelves in inacceſſible Places: He there- 
fore thought fit to decamp from thence the 2gth, 
and marched to Aſeh, reſolving to drive the Enemy 
from their Holds on the Maeſe, and ſecure the Na- 
vigation of that River, and Communication with 
Maeſftricht. Venlo was accordingly. beſieged, and 
was taken Chiefly by the Conduct and Bravery of 
Lord. Cutts, who behaved in ſo gallant a Manner as 
juſtly deſerved a general Applauſe; the Troops of 
the reſpective Nations of the Alliance, acted with 
determined Intrepidity, but the Engliſb in a moſt 
diſtinguiſhed Manner, animated by their undaunted 
Countryman and Leader at the Attack; and Lord 
Huntingaon's heroic Example, who called to the 
Soldiers who had got over the Palliſadoes, to help 
him over, and promiſed all the Money he had about 
him, which he gave them very generouſly, and led 
them on with much Bravery and Succeſs. The Loſs 
of the Egli in this Siege was but 3 
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The Earl of Mar/barough was no ſooner informed 
of the Surrender of Venlo, than his, active Genius 
put him upon making the beſt of the Remainder of 
the Seaſon, and puſhing on to new Conqueſts. He 
therefore ordered the Engl, Dutch, and Pruſſian 
Forces which had taken Fas, to inveſt Ruremond, 
which was done on the zgth of September (N. S.). 
The Operations were carried on with ſuch uncommon 
Vigour, that the Garriſon beat a Parley the 6th of 
October, and the next Day ſurrendered the Town; 
the Garriſon, was conducted to Louwain. During this 
mort Siege, Stevenſwaert, a Fortreſs in the Middle 
of the Mac ſe, was vigorouſly attacked by General 
Schultz with a Detachment, and taken by Capitu- 
lation, Thereby the Navigation of the Mazeſe was 
opened, and made free between Mae/richt and 
Holland: And all this while the Marſhal de Bouffers 
fat ſtill, without making any Motion for the Relief 
of theſe important Places, or even ſo much as to 
aim at offering the Allies any Diverſion, 

The Earl of Marlborough's Intelligence and Con- 
duct were ſuperior to that of the Marſhals, he 
out-did him in every March; and was ſo active in 
circumventing all his Deſigns, as the following 
memorable Inſtance will prove. His, Excellency 
having had Notice where the Marſhal deſigned to be 
one Day at Noon, marched, ſo earthy, 8 was /0 poſted, 
that Boufflers with his Army came within Shot of 
the Confederate Troops, before he knew where he was; 
and would in all Probability have been ruined, Harſe 
and Foot, if the too cautious Dutch Generals (x who 
Were influenced by the Deputies of the States attends 
ing the Army) could have been prevailed upom to den- 
ture a Battle. That being prevented, the Marſhal 
3 of the weaned the Ravour af 2 n 
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Nor was the indefatigable Vigilance of our 
great Commander lef> conſpicuous in the extrao di- 
nary March he made from his Camp at Souterndal: 
co Liege, before which Place he ſet down with his 

Army the 12th of October (N. 8). In the Even- 
ing the Chapter and Magiſtracy ſent Comwiſ- 
ſtoners to the Earl of Marlborough, deſiring to 
treat; and their Requeſt — readily granted, 
Articles were agreed on the 13th, and figned by his 
Excellency, by the Deputies of the States-General, 
and by the Commiſſioners for the Chapter and Magiſ- 
tracy ; purſuant to which, one of the Gates of the 
bo was delivered the ſame Night at 10 o'Clock 
and on the 14th they took Poſſeſſion of the whole 
Town with three Exgii Regiments of Horſe, and 
as many Battalions 5 Foot, under the Command of 
Lord Cutts, the Keys having been delivered to the 
Earl of Mar/borewgh, with great Submiſſion. On 
the 18th in the Evening, the Trenches were opened 
before the great Citadel, which was taken Sword in 
Hand the 23d. - All the Troops, particularly the 
Engliſs, behaved to Admii ation; and beſides Ho- 
Nour, got a very conſiderable Booty, their Loſs not 
great; all in the Citadel were Priſoners at Diſcre- 
tion; the Chartreuſe ſurrendered ſoon after. 
The third of November (N. S.) the Confederate Ar- 
my ſeparated near Liege, and ſo put an End to a Cam- 
paign glorious beyond Expectation. The Day the 
Army ſeparated, the Earl of Marlborough went to 
Maeftricht, where thinking it the eaſieſt and quick- 
eſt, as well as the ſafeſt Way of returning to the 
Hague, he embarked the very fame Evening on the 
Maeſe for Holland; the large eſcorting Boat in which 
was General Cohorn, having out · ſalled the one he 
was in, and the Horſe-Gnards who rode along the 


Banks of the River, miſtaking their Way in the N ightz 
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a ſmall Party, of 35 Men from Cueldret, ſtill in the 


Hands of the French, that was lurk ing on the Banks 


of the River, near three Leagues below Venlo, waiting 
for an Adventure, the Company being all, aſleep, 
they ſeized by Surpriſe, between 11 and 12 at Night, 
the Rope by which the Boat was drawn, and haul'd . 


it on Shore. They immediately made a Diſcharge 
of their ſmall; Arms, and threw: ſeyeral Grenadoes

They did not know the 


Earl of Marlborough, but the other two they, knew, 


who both had Paſſes, according to a Civility uſually 
practiſed by the Generals on both Sides The Earl 


of Marlboro: ghᷣs Brother had one; but his ill State 


of Health having made him leave the Campaign, 


it remained in the Hands of, and now ſerved the 


Earl. The Date indeed was expired; but the Calm- 
neſs and Preſence of Mind with which he produced 
it, together with the Hurry they were in; and the 
Night, happily prevented that from being diſco- 
vered, They therefore only rifled the Boat, ſearched 
the Trunks and Baggage, emptied them of what 
Plate and Things of Value they found, and took 
Preſents from thoſe whom they believed to be pro- 
tected by their Paſſes ; and then, after having ſtopt 
them ſeveral: Hours, and taken his Excellency's 
Guard of Foot Priſoners, they let them go; ſo they 
happily, eſcaped from Danger. 


The Conſternation at the Alarm of. his being | 


tzken, could be equalled by nothing but the inex- 
Preſible Joy his unexpected Arrival at the Hague

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cauſed. Having finiſhed his Negotiations there, and 
concerted Matters with the Deputies of the States, 
for the Operations of the future Campaign, he de. 


parted thence, and arrived at London” the 28th of 
November. The Queen had been addreſſed by Lords 


and Commons, for the glorious and wonderful Succeſs 

of her Arms, under the Conduct of the Earl of Mar. 
Borough, &c. and Thur/day, the '1 zth of the ſaid 
Month, was the Day of Thankſgiving for the ſame 
at St. Paul's Church, whither her Majeſty went 
in great State, attended by both Houſes” of  Parlia- 
ment; and the public Demonſtrations given by the 
Inhabitants of London and M enſtminſter, were ſuitable 
to ſo great and ſolemn an Occaſion. Immediately 
after his Arrival, a Committee appointed by the

The TRANMSACTIONS of the Year 1703. 


HIL E the Duke of Marlborough was buſted, 
with his uſual Application, in making the 
neceſſary Preparations for opening the Campaign, 
he had a very pungent domeſtic AfiQtion to encoun- 
ter with; the Loſs of his only Son, the Marquis of 
Blandford; a promiſing Youth of 18 Years of Ape; 
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graceful in Perſon, affable in Temper, and of ex- 
cellent natural Parts. He died the 2oth of February 
of the Small-pox at Cambridge. This Misfortune 
happening juſt as his Grace was upon his Departure 
for Holland, put a ſtop to his croſſing the Sea for ſome 


Days, However, he arrived at the Hague the 
17th'of March (N. S.) Upon his Grace's Arrival, 
the Dutch brought their Armies into the Field; 
and by his prudent Management, the Confederates 


were enabled to open the Campaign early with the 


Siege of Bonn, which was inveſted by his Orders the 
3s April; the next Day he went to Cologn. 
After ſome Conſultations among the Generals, upon 
the Duke's Return, the Town was ordered to be 
attacked in three Places; for which three Attacks 
the Duke had formed the Plan. The Troops 
took their Pots the 27th ; and the 3d of May the 
Trenches were opened, and carried on with great 
Succeſs, and very inconſiderable Loſs, by the great 
Care of the Generals and Engineers. The ſame 
Day the Batteries were begun to be raiſed with 
great Alacrity, and being finiſhed by the; Sts — N 
tepers n to fire with - Succeſs againſt 
both the Tour and Fort. TAS ba Day the Fort 
was taken by Storm; the Commander, with a few” 
Survivors, were made Priſoners. This Succeſs: was 
ſo unexpected, that the Duke of Marlborough ſent. 
Expreſſes to the States General to acquaint them 
with it. Being now Maſters of the Fort, a great 
Battery was raifed on it, which, on the 12th began 
to. play on the Town from 70 Pieces of heavy 
Cannon and 18 Mortars, in order to make two © 
Breaches. The next Day about Noon, the Befieged 
with about 1000 Foot, ſupported by all their Hare 
and Dragoons, made a Sally; the Beſiegers in the 
Trenches were at firſt put into ſome * but 
gs. don 
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ſoon recovering themſelves, they repulſed the French 
with the Loss of 100 Men killed, and as many 
wounded, beſides a Major and three Captains taken 
Priſoners; whereas the Loſs on the Side of the 
Allies, did not amount to half tle Number. The 
Confederate Troops in this Siege ſhewed. ſo much 
Bravery, and ſuch an aſtoniſhing Tempelt of atti- 
ficial Fire was, poured in by the Beſiegers, that, 
unable to reſiſt any longer, the 15th of May (N. 8) 
the Enemy ſurrendered the Place on honourable Con- 
ditions which were ſigned by the Duke of Marlborough, 
and Moenfieur 4 Alegre the French Governor. 

Bonn taken, the Duke rejoined the Army of the 
Confederates, and marched them towards Liege, with 
a Deſign not only to ſecure that Place, but to 
oblige. the Enemy to decamp from Torgeren, where 
their Army ſeemed to be poſted in a very advan- 
tageous Situation. On the 25th, the Duke marched 
from Hecht, near Maęfiricht, and having paſſed the 
River Fecker, advanced to Hautin, where the Enemy 
deſigned to have foraged that Morning; but upon 
Notice of the Duke's Approach, they removed to a 
greater Diſtance, and continued upon their Arms 
that Night. However, the next Day, when the 
Confederates advanced to Meudorp, they retreated 
with great Precipitation, and the Duke of Beravick, 
aſter having blown up the Walls and Tower of 
Tongeren, where he commanded, quitted that Place 
likewiſe, The Duke of Mar/borough followed them, 
and advanced within half a League of their Camp, 
but a River parted the two Armies, and the French 
had ſecured all the Bridges and: Paſſes of it; not- 
withſtanding which, they. were far from thinking 
themſelves ſure, till they got to Hannuye. Upon 
the Duke's advancing to Thyr and Lamin, they did 
indeed draw up in order of Battle, but their Courage 
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again failed them, and they thought it ſafeſt" to 
retire within their Lines, A great deal of Lime 
being thus conſumed to no Purpoſe, the Duke at; 
laſt reſolved to attack them in their Intrenchments, 
which Deſign was intruſted to, and executed ſucceſ- 


fully by General Coborn, and Baron Spar, in the 


Country of Vaes. The Duke's Deſign was, after 
the forcing of the Lines, to make bhimſelf Maſter of 
Antwerp, which was garriſoned by ſome Spaniſb 
Troops, under the Command of Marquiſs de Red- 
mer, who was: afterwards joined and aſſiſted by 
Monſieur e Boufflers, and Prince Berelate, with 
30 Squadrons, ard 30 Companies of Grenadiers, 
from the Marſhall ae Villeroy's grand Camp. Their 
Movements brought on the famous Battle of Ecleren, 
a Village about 14 Miles North of Antxerp: The 
Dutch Army, under the Command of General OB 
dam, in the Beginning was ſeverely handled, and he 
being cut off from his Army, made his Eſcape, as if all 
was loſt; but by the Bravery of the Troops and com- 
manding Officers next to him; Matters were retrieved, 
and the French repulſed by Schlangenburg: Obdam 
was diſgraced; and'di'miſſed. from the Dutch Service, 
for an Error in judgment. | yy SE 

The Allies being willing to repair the Diſadvan- 
tages of the Action at Eckeren, joined all their Forces 
together, reſolved to come to an Engagement with 
the Marſhal de Villeroy; who, er camping near St. 
Job, ranged all his Forces in order of Battle, and 
gave out, that he was determined to ſtay there for 
the Duke of Marlborough. His Grace and Mon ſieur 
D' Auwer quer que, hoping the Marſhal would be as good 
as his Word, marched with the Army under their 
Command, in ſeveral Columns, to-Hogstraet, within 
half a League of the Enemy's Camp ; who, to all 
Appearance, were making great Preparations for a 
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vigorous Action. General Schlangenburgb decamp- 
ing from Lillo, marched all Night, and arrived 
early in the Morning between Eckeren and Capelle, 
to attack them on that Side; and the Duke of Marl. 
borovgh with his Army, advanced in a great Plain, 
over againſt the Enemy, and cauſed 4 Pieces of 
Cannon to be diſcharged, for a Signal to General 
Schlangenburg to begin the Attack. But as he 
advanced, the Marſhal declined the Engagement, 
and having ſet Fire to his Camp, ordered his Army 
to retire within their Lines, which they accordingly 
did with great Precipitation, By this Means they 
covered the City of Antaberp, which was exactly in 
their Rear, and thereby fruſtrated the Duke's De- 
ſign. Attended by ſeveral General Officers, and a 
Guard of 4000 Horſe and Dragoons, he went the 
27th of 7uly to view the Enemy's Lines, and had 
a Scheme to force them, which was induſtriouſly 
put off ſrom Time to Time, by the Deputies of the 
States-General, On the 16th of Augu/t, Huy was 
inveſted, and taken ſoon after ; the Garriſon made 
Priſoners of War, After which a Reſolution was 
taken to beſiege Limburg, a very ſtrong, though not 
large City, and the Capital of the Duchy and Ter- 
ritory of that Name. On the 5th of September, 
by Break of Day, the Duke and Monſieur D' Auwver- 

ergue marched with the grand Army from the 
Neighbourhood of Hay; Limburg was inveſted the 
ioth ; the 12th, the Duke of Mariboroug hb, with 
the hereditary Prince of He/z-Cafſel, marched from 
the Camp at St. Tron, with 15 Squadrons and 24. 
Battalions, in order to command the Siege in Per- 
ſon; and he arrived there accordingly two Days af- 
ter. The 20th, all Neceſſaries for the expeditious 
carrying on of the Siege, arrived from Liege. The 
Trenches being opened, and the Batteries finiſhed, 


on 
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on the 25th they played Night and Day with 24 
Pieces of Cannon and 8 Mortars upon the upper 
Town. The 27th, the Breach was ſo wide, that the 
Confederates were preparing to give a general Aſ- 


| fault, which the French perceiving, beat a Parley, 
and the Garriſon ſurrendered Priſoners of War. On 


the 17th of December, the City of Guelares ſurren- 


dered, after it had long been Þlgckaded, bombarded, 


and reduced almoſt to a Heap of Ruins, The taking 


'of theſe two Places was of infinite Service to the 


Allies. 

With theſe Conqueſts ended the Campaign in 
the Netherlands; and the Duke of Marlborough, hav- 
ing concerted proper Meaſures at the Hague for the 
enſuing Campaign, embarked for England, where 
he arrived the 13th of October, O. 8. This Year 
the Duke of Marlborough was appointed Governor 
of Greenauich Hoſpital. 


TRANSACTIONS of the Year 1704. 


"I'S Grace embarked at Harwich, the 8th of 

April, O. S. with his Brother, General Chur- 
chill, and other General Officers; they landed ſafely 
at Maz/landt Sluys, the 2 1ſt of the ſame Month, N. S. 
and came the ſame Evening to the Hague, where 
he received the Compliments of the Foreign Mini- 
ſters, &c. On the 23d, he was attended by a Depu- 
tation of the States-General, with whom he had a 
a preliminary Conference about the Meaſures he 
thought moſt proper to be proſecuted this Summer; 
which were,. to move the grand Scene of War from 
Flanders into Germany, and there to ſtrike at the 
Root of the Evil, by defeating the Schemes of the 
Bavarians and French. His Movement thither were 
executed with ſuch Prudence and Skill, that the 
C 2 French

French could not penetrate into them. On the 10th 
of June he called at Mondelbeim, where he received 
Advice in the Morning, by the Adjutant general, 
that Prince Eugene of Sawey, with Count Wratiſlau, 
were on the Road to his Camp, to dine with his 
Grace. About 3 in the Afternoon, his Highneſs 
arrived at the Duke's Quarters, where he was re- 
ceived with all the Marks of Honour and Civility 
due to his Rank and Quality. After Dinner. the 
remaining Part of the Day was ſpent in Conſulta- 
tions on the preſent Poſture of Affairs, which laſted 
ſeveral Hours. The Retult was, that the two Ar- 
mies ſhould join; and that the Duke of Marlborough, 
and Prince Lewis of Baden, ſhould command each 
Day, alternately ; and that Prince Eugene ſhould 
head a ſeparate Army on the Rhine. 'The-13th, in 
the Morning, the Duke was informed b, Count 
Mratiſſau, that Prince Lewis of Baden was coming 
Poſt to meet his Grace ; upon which the Duke ſent 
Colonel Cadogan with a Compliment to his High- 
neſs, whom he found at Eſlingen, with Prince Lob- 
cowitz his Nephew, and conducted them to great 
" Heppach, where he was Mutual Compliments 
being over, a Conference was held between the Ge- 
nerals, © The 29th, it was reſolved by them both in 
Council to draw near Donacuert; they marched very 
near the Enemy's Camp. 

The 1it of Juh, the Confederates continued their 
March in Sight of tae Elector of Bavaria's Army 
at Dillengen, and encamped with their Right at 
Amerdingen, and their Left at Ouderingen. The 

Camp ng pitched, the Duke of Marlborough, with 
2 Guard of 60 Squadrons, advanced a little in the 
Front of his Army, to take a View of the ſtrong 
Situation of the Enemy ; and returning ſoon after, 
N the e Orders for e every n 8 
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during the Night, in order to attack the Enemy's 
Entrenchments next Day. Some Officers were of 
Opinion, that after fo tireſome a March, the Troops 
ſhould have fome Reſt before the Attack; but the 
Duke would hear of no Delay. While he was thus 


* exerting himſelf in the Field, ard uſing the utmoſt 


Diligence for the common Cauſe, there was not 
wanting a Set of People in Exgla d, who being his 
profeſſed Enemies, were putting the worſt Conſtruc- 


tion upon his Actions, and forming Parties to ruin 


both his Reputation and Intereſt, if his great Pro- 
jects for this Campaign bad miſcarried.

The neceſſary Orders being given to the Army, 
the Duke of Marlborough advanced the 2d of July, 
at 3 in the Morning, with a Detachment of 6000 
Foot, commanded by Lieutenant- General Goor, and 
30 Squadrons of Exgliſb and Dutch Cavalry, beſides 
3 Battalions of /mper:ia/ Grenadiers ; the reſt of the 
Army, under Prince Lewzs, following with all poſſi- 
ble Diligence; but the Way being very bad and 
long, the Detachment led by his Grace could not 
come to the River Wernits, which runs by Denaavert, 
'till about Noon; and it was 3 of the Clock before 
the Bridges were ſo finiſhed, that they could get over 
that River with their Artillery. The Duke having 
paſſed the fame at the Head of the Cavalry, about 
5 o' Clock, rode up as near to the Intrenchments 
as was neceſſary ; and having viewed them, made 
the neceſſary Diſpoſition for the Attack. In the 
mean Times the Engl and Dutth Artillery began 
to thunder againſt the Enemy, who anſwered it 
briſkly from their Batte ies, for about an Hour. 
Theſe Preparations being over, after an Engagement 
of about an Hour and half, the Intrenchments hav- 
ing been broke into, the Confederates made terrible 
Slaughter of the Enemy, purſuing them to the verß 

Org CY - Danube, 
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Danube, where a great Part of them followed the 
Example of ſeveral general Oſſicers, who ſaved them- 
ſelves by ſwimming over that River. Sixteen Pieces 
of the Enemy's Cannon were taken, with all their 
Ammunition, Tents, and Baggage, and 13 Colours, 
| beſides Count D' Arcos Plate, with other rich Booty, 
which was diſtributed among the victorous Soldiers. 
The firſt Attack being begun with a Battalion of 
the Engliſb Foot-Guards, and the Regiments of 
Orkney and Ingolaſoy, they ſuffered more than any 
other. It is to be recorded, to the immortal Glory 
of the Lord Mordaunt, only Son to the Earl of Pe- 
terborough, that of a Detachment of 50 Grenadiers 
of Engliſh Guards, which he led on to the Attack, 
he eſcaped unhurt, with only. Ten of his Men. The 
Duke of Marlborough gained great Honour in this 
Action; giving his Orders with the greateſt Preſence 
of Mind imaginable, and expoſing his Perſon to the 
eateſt Danger. The Killed, Wounded, and Pri. 
at with Deſerters of each Side, amounted from 
5 to 6000 ; many Officers of Rank were ſlain. The 
next Day the Bavarian Garriſon quitted Donawert, 
and broke down the Bridges, but had not Time to de- 
ſtroy their Amunition andProviſions, as they intended. 
The Confederates entered the Town without any 
Oppoſition, and found in it 2000 Sacks of Meal, 
great Store of Oats, and all Sorts of Proviſions and 
Ammunition, which the Enemy had not Time to 
deſtroy. The whole Confederate Army paſſed the 
Danube the 5th of Tuly, over ſeveral Bridges of 
Pontons, and encamped at Metingen, in the Elector 
of Bavaria's Country; his rmy being retired to 
the other Side of the Lech, and having intrenched 
themſelves under the Cannon of Augsburg. The 
6th was obſerved by the Duke of Mar/borough's Or- 
ders, as a Day of 'Thankſgiving for the late Victory, 
| 5 throughout 
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throughout his Army. Count Pa/# arrived the ſame 
Day with a Compliment from Prince Zzgene to the 
Duke of Marlborough, WT 
'The Duke, 0 conſtant Cuſtom it was to make 
the moſt of every Advantage, was reſolved to improve 


. this, and purſue the Enemy, before they recovered 


out of the Conſternation they were under. Upon 
the firſt Notice of our Troops having begun to paſs 
the Lech, the Garriſon of Neubourg abandoned that 


Place, and retired to Ingo/dffat. A Detachment was 


hereupon ſent by the Duke of Marlborough, to take 
Poſſeſſion of Nieuburg. The Enemy having left a 
Garriſon in Roin, a ſmall Town in the Circle of 
Bawaria, the confederate Generals reſolved to attack 
it the Night that the Trenches were opened before it; 


the Garriſon at firſt ſeemed inclined to defend it to the 


laſt Extremity ; but the Behegers playing upon the 
Town, with 27 Pieces of Cannon, and the Ap- 


proaches being carried on with good Succeſs, the 


16th, the Garriſon defired to capitulate ; and the Ar- 
ticles being agreed on, they marched out the next 
Day, being about 400 Foot, commanded by the 
Count de Merci, Brigadier general; and were con- 
ducted by a Party of Horſe, to the Elector of Ba- 
varia's Camp near Augsburg. A Detachment of 
400 of the Allies took Poſſeſſion of the Place at the 
ſame Time, and found there 24 Pieces of braſs Can- 
non, with ſome Ammunition, beſides a conſiderable 
Quantity of other Proviſions, which were ordered 


to be applied to the Uſe of the Troops. The 18th, 


the Allies, being encouraged by the Proſperity of 
their Arms, and willing to puſh forward their Con- 
queſt continued their March, ard encamped with 
Right at Kuepach, and the Left at Aicha, a very 
fine Town. At Aicha, the Enemy had a Garriſon 
of 8 or goo Bavarian Boors, who, refuſing to ſub-

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mit, were Part of them put to the Sword; the reſt 
made Priſoners of War, and the Town permitted to 
be plundered by the Soldiers. Here, like wiſe, the 
Generals took their Quarters, and cauſed a Maga -

Mojeſiy's 
Goodneſs towards him, beyond any thing he could de- 
ſerwe ; but that his Ambition was certainly bounded 
in the Queen's Grace and Favours; whoſe abundant 
= Kindneſs had already been extended towards him, be- 
kk pond. whatever he could ae aimed at; and that he 
it muſt reftr himſelf wholly to her Maje/iy's Pleaſure. 
41 Thereupon the Emperor wrote a Letter with his 
16 own Hand to the Queen, to be delivered to her 
16 4 his Refident, Mr Hofman, at the Court of England. 
ms The Confederate Army under Prince Lexwwts and 
the Duke of Mariboroug h, having reſted two Days 
at Aicha, made a ſmall March from thence; the 
"Right advancing about half a League on this Side 
of that Town, and the Left to a Village called 
* Roerbath The next Morning, the 22d of Jah, 
N. S8. the Duke of Marlborough, with the Picquet 
of the Cavalry of the Left; and a Detachment of 
500 Foot, marched to view the Ground for a Camp 
near 
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near Friedburg, where the Enemy had put a Gar- 
riſon of 200 Foot, and as many Horſe ; who, as 
ſoon as his Grace. came upon the Plain, within 
Sight of the Town, retired towards their Army, 
driving their Horſes, which were graſing, before 


. them; and that they had not time to mount, Three 


Squadrons of Dragoons were thereupon ordered to 


cut off their Rear; but, by Reaſon of the Ways 


through which they were to paſs, they could not 


come up time enough to prevent their Eſcape. - 


However, they took above 100 Horſes in the 
Town, and purſued the reſt to their grand Guard, 
which, upon their Approach, retired under the Pro- 
tection of the Camp. His Grace went into the 


Town, where he left 400 Foot, and 100 Horſe, 


under the Command of Lord North and Gray, and 


then returned to the Camp. The 2zd, the Army 


marched again, and encamped with the Right at 
Molfurthauſen, and the Left at Coſmaring; the 
Town of Friedburg being in the Centre of the Line, 
and within a League of Augsburg; under the Can- 


non of which the Elector of Bawaria had io advan- 


tageouſly : poſted the Remains of his Army, that it 
was impoſſible to attack or force him out of his 


Shelter: However, by this March, the Duke of 


Marlborough had entirely cut off all Communication 
between him and his Country, wi.ich his Grace had 
now wholly in his Power ; yet, notwithſtanding, made 
better Propoſals for an Accommodation than he could 
have expected; which he only pretended to liſten 
to, in order to gain Lime for the French to advance 


to his Aſſiſtanee; and, on account of his Breach of 
- Promile to come to the Contederate (amp and ſign 


them, Yrince Lewis, of Baden, and the Duke of 
Marlborough, gave Orders for the plunderiug and 


burning Bavaria, as far as Munich, the Capital of

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that Electorate; which were executed, and all offered 
Contributions refuſed. VIS RK en 
While theſe Things were tranſacting, the Duke 
received Advice from Prince Eugene, that the Mar- 
ſhal Ta/lard was arrived, the 18th, at Villingen; and 
that thereupon, his Highneſs was marched with 20 
Battalions, and 60 Squadrons, including the 30 lately 
ſent from the Duke's Army to obſerve his Motions, 
having left the reſt of the 'Troops under the Com- 
mand of Count Naa Weilburg, to defend the Lines 
of Stel boſfen. The Hereditary Prince of Heſe- Caſſei 
(ſince King of Sweder) being returned from Dona- 
wert to the Army, though as yet not perfectly re- 
covered of the Wound he had received at Schellen- 
berg, was, by the Duke of Mar/borough, declared Ge- 
neral of the Engliſb ard Dutch Horſe. The 26th 
of 7uly (N. S.) the Confederate Army made a ge- 
neral Forage within Sight of the Enemy's Camp, 
without any Loſs; and the ſame Evening, Advice 
was brought that the Marſhal Tallard, after he had 
been battering the Town of Villingen fix Days, had 
been ob'iged, upon Prince Eugene s advancing, the 
23d, to Rotaweil, to raiſe the Siege ; that he marched 
two Leagues the fame Day, and was, the 24th, at 
Dutlingen ; and that Prince Eugene would march on 
the other Side of the Danabe to obſerve him. The 
28th, the Duke of Marllortugh reviewed the Troops 
of the Left Wing of his Army, and found them in 
very good Order ; ſeveral of the Officers and Soldiers 
who were-wounded at Schellenberg being returned to 
their Regiments. EE 
be Duke of Marlborough, and the Prince Lewi: 
of Baden, finding that the Elector of Bavaria was 
ſtill inflexible ; and that it was impoſſible to attack 
him in his fortified Camp, under the Cannon of 
Augsburg, without infinite Diſadvantage ; and con- 
| ſidering 
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ſidering, beſides, the Marſhal de Tallard was advanc- 
ing with a large Body of Troops, they / reſolved to 
attempt the reducing of the ſtrong Places of Ba- 
dia, and to begin with Ingelaſladt, the moſt 
important Place the Elector had; in which his 


great Magazines were laid up; whither they march- 


ed, burning and plundering all in their Way. 
The 6th of Auguſt, Prince Eugene having left his 
Troops at Hochſtadt, went to the main Army, to 


confer with the Prince of Baden, and the Duke of 
Marlborough; and taking Notice in his Way, of a 


Track of Ground very proper for a Camp, being an 
Eminence, which reached from the Villages of Mun- 
fler and Erlinghowven, to the Wood near Aperthowen, 
with a Rivulet before it ; he thereupon ſent Orders 
to his Army, to come and poſſeſs themſelves of that 
advantageous Poſt, which was put in Execution that 
very Night. The fame Day, the Duke of Marlborough 
having received Advice that the Elector of Bawaria 
was come out of his Intrenchments, a Reſolution was 
taken to obſerve him, and for that End, too, to advance 
towards Donawert. On the 7th, Prince Loni held 
a Council of War in the Camp, with Prince Eugene 
and the Duke; in which it was agreed, to abide by 
the late Reſolution of Prince Louzs's beſieging Iu- 

old/iadt, whilſt the other two ſhould obſerve the 

lector of Bavaria. The 8th, the Army under 


the Duke of Marlborough marched, as did alſo that 


of the Emperor, under Prince Louis, who repaired to 
Ingolaſiadt. N 

The gth of April (N. S.) the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough was informed that the Enemy was marching 
from Biberach to Lawingen, in order to paſs the 
Danube there. Prince Eugene, who but a few 


Hours before had taken his Leave of the Duke, in 


order to return to his Army, came back to tell his 
Grace,

Grace, that he had received the ſame Advice; upon 
which, having conſulted together near two Hour, 
the Prince went back again, and rejoined his Army 
the 10th by Break of Day. The Duke, in he 
mean Lime, with his uſual Diligence, ordered the 
Duke Regent of irtemberg, at 2 in the Morn- 

ing, to march before, with 28 Squadrons under his 

Command; and a few Hours after cauſed him to 
be followed by 20 Battalions under the Command 
of General Churchill. He directed them both to uſe 
all imaginable Diſpatch to join Prince Eugene; and 
promiſed, that he would ſoon be after them with the 
reſt of the Army: Accordingly his Grace marched Bl 
the 10th. On the t ith, an Expreſs, which had been 
ſent by the Prince to the Duke with Advice of the 
Enemy's Movement, returned with the agreeable 
News of his Grace having been upon the March 
ever ſince 2 0 Clock in the Morning, with Deſign 
to join his Highneſs that very Evening at the Camp 
of Maufler. He added, that 20 Battalions, under 
General Churchill, were very near, who accordingly 
ſoon came up, and in the Evening the Duke arrived 
with his Whole Army. All the Troops being thus 
joined, they encamped between the Villages of Mun- 
Aer, Frling bowen, and that of Aperthouen The 12th, 
the Troops being too much harraſſed by the fore- 

going Day's March, the Generals reſolved to make 

*a Halt, and only to take a View of the Enemy's 
Camp. As ſoon as the Generals returned to the 
Army, they ordered the neceſſary Paſſages to be 
made, and the Pioneers were ſent to make Bridges 
of Communication on a Rivulet, which indeed, was 
narrow, but had high Banks. They were hardly 
got to their Works, when the advanced Guard of 
the Enemy, and their Huffars, obliged them to re- 
treat as far as the advanced Guard of the Confederate 
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Army, which cauſed a fort of Alarm to the whole 
Camp. Notwithitanding the | advantageous Situa- 
tion of the Enemy, and the Difficalties "to be 
overcome, in order to attack them, the Duke was 
determined; and his Orders, Which were diſtributed 
throughout the whole Army, were received with 
ſuch Alacrity and Chearfulneſs, as gave a ha

HE united Army, of French and Bavarian, 
1 © was conſiderably more numerous than that of 
the Allies. The General was beat about half an 
Hour after Midnight; the Aſſembly, at half an Hour 
after One; the March, at Two; upon which, the 
whole Confederate Army was in Motion, and b 
Three they began to pals the Rivulet called Ke, 
on ſeveral Bridges which had been prepared the 
Night before. About Six, the Duke of Marlborough, 
and Prince Eugene, who had poſted themielves on a 
riſing Ground, called to them all the Generals, to 
give them the neceſſary Directions for the Attack; 
and then the Army advanced to the Plain, where 
they were drawn up in Order of Battle: the leſt 
Wing, which was under the immediate Care of the 
Duke of Marlborough, conſiſted of 48 Battalions, 
and 86 Squadrons, Eng liſs Troops; the reſt, of the 
different Allies. About Seven, before the Con- 
federate Army was drawn up in Battalia, the Enemy, 


at the Approach of their Vanguard, gave a Signal, 


by firing 2 Pieces of Cannon, to call in their Fora- 
gers. They likewiſe ſet Eire to ſome Villages, and 


their 
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their whole Army was perceived to. be in Motion, 
The Confederates ſaw them in Arms before their 
Camp; their Generals, with their Aid de Camps, 
galloping to and fro, to put all things in Order, 
The Confederate Army advanced into the Plain, 
four Columns to the Left, and four to the Right. 
Being come to the Rivulet that run - acroſs, they 
Found it difficult for the Cavalry to paſs ; the Banks 
being on each Side high; the Water ſtanding, 
and marſhy. beſides. It was therefore reſolved to 
facilitate the Paſſage, by means of the Planks of 
their Pontons. About 11, the whole Army being 
in, Battalia, in two Lines, except ſome Squadrons 
which made a Body of Reſerve; and the Moraſs 
being found marſhy, and unpaſſable for the Infantry, 
they quickly made five Bridges with the Planks of 
the Pontons, and repaired. the Bridge on the high 
Road, which the Enemy had deſtroyed. At the 
ſame time, Prince Eugene cauſed the right Wing 
to march along the Wood, to fall on the Flank of 
the Elector, who extended his Left in Proportion, 
to prevent Prince Eugene s gaining his Flank, and 
in order to face him The Enemy, fearing alſo 
leſt the Confederates ſhould gain the Flank of 
their right Wing, by poſſeſſing themſelves of the 
Village of Blenheim, ſent ſeveral Detachments of 
Foot that Way, and poſted 28 Battalions, and 
12 Squadrons of Dragoons, in the Place: they 
alſo poſted ſome Infantry in the Villages Ober#/au 
and Lutzingen, which extremely weakened their 
main Battalia, and was thought to be one of the 
principal ( auſes of their Defeat. To favour the Paſ- 
Mage of the left Wing, the two Brigades of Foot, 
commanded by the Lord Cutts, were ordered to 
go over the Rivulet (which had been ſounded by 
the Duke's Order) firſt; which done, they poſted 

themſelves 
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themſelves in a Bottom, near the Village of Blenheim, 
and for ſeveral Hours ſtood the Fire of 6 Pieces of 
Cannon, planted on the Eminence near the Village, 
with wonderful Reſolution. At the ſame Time, 
the Enemy. fired very briſkly on the Bridges that 
were laid for the Paſſage of the Infantry of the 
Confederates; who ſoon returned the Compliment «+ 
from two of their Batteries, one Fng{#þ, and the 
other Dutch; The Execution was conſiderable on 
both Sides. All Preparations being made, the Duke 
of Marlborough gave Orders for a General Attack, 
which was begun before One. After a moſt vigorous 
and long-diſputed Aſſault, the Eng/i4 Infantry, were 
repulſed, who were purſued in their Retreat by 13 
Squadrons of the French Gendarmerie, and Carabi- 
neers, who would have intirely cut them in Peices, 
had not the Hearn Infantry ſtopped their Carreer, 
by the great Fire they made upon them. The 
French being repulſed, and forced to fly in their 
Turn, were chaſed by 5 Squadrons of Eng li Horſe, 
who by this Time had paſſed the Rivulet: but 
whilſt they rallied themſelves, ſome freſh Brigades 
of the Enemy, ſuperior in Number, charged the 
Engliſs Horſe with great Vigour, and obliged many 
of them to repaſs the Rivulet with Precipitation. 
Several vain Attempts ſhewed the Impoſſibility of 
forcing the Enemy at Blenheim, without intirely 
facrificing the Infantry, The Engl Foot having 
begun the Engagement on the Left, the Horle of the 
ſame Wing paſſed the Rivulet, pell-mell, over againſt 
the Center, or main Battalia, of the Enemy. The 
Horle of the right Wing likewiſe paſſed the Rivulet, 
having made ſeveral Paſſages with divers Pieces 
of Wood, which they found at hand, and a good 
Number of Faſcines.

The 
French Infantry, which was in the Village of Ben- 
heim, made at the fame Time a terrible Fire 
from behind ſome Hedges of that Village, on the 
Flank of the Confederate Cavalry, Which were 
advanced too near; ſo that their firſt Line was put 
into ſuch Diſorder, that Part of them retired even 
beyond the Rivulet. Part of their ſecond Line was 
brought up, which charged the Enemy's Horſe 
with ſo much Vigour, that they broke them, and 
drove them to the very Hedges of the Village of 
"Blenheim. This gave Lime to thoſe who had given 
+ Ground, to repaſs the Rivulet, and to form a ſecond 
Time behind ' thoſe who had joined them. The 
_*Eavalry of the Confederates left Wing having, by 
the Succeſs, gained the Advantage of forming them- 
ſelves entirely in Order of Battle, advanced leiſurely 
to the Top of the Hill, and charged ſeveral times 
the Enemy's Horſe; who were always routed ; but 
who, nevertheleſs, rallied every Time, though at a 
conſidera ble Diſtance, ard thereby gave the Allies 
an Opportunity of gaining Grourd. The latter

much on his Hands in the Front of the Village, (where 
he had to deal with the Duke of Marlborough #: 
Perſon, and the reſt of the Line) to ſpare any Troops; 
for, he was fo far from being vittorious, that all he 
could do was to maintain his Ground. 

Lieutenant-General rgoldsby's Advice, to attack 
the French Cavalry on their right Flank, being 
put in Execution with a great deal of Vigour, 
the Enemy was ſoon thrown into Dilorder, and put 
to flight; their Rout was intire. Part of them 
endeavoured to gain the Bridge they had on the 
Danube, between Blenheim and Hbchftadt ;' ' the other 
cn among whom were the Gens d' Armes, were 
cloſely 
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_ cloſely purſued by Dragoons diſpatched after them; 
and thoſe who eſcaped the Slaughter, threw them- 
ſelves into the Danube, where .moſt of them were 
drowned. Thoſe who. fled towards Hochſtadt, ral. 
lied once more, and made a Shew, as if they 
deſigned to ſuccour the reſt; but Botrhmar's Regiment 
of Dragoons faced them, and kept them in Awe for 
ſome Time; till being at length joined by ſome other 
Regiments, the Enemy fled full gallop to Hochſtadt, 
The Marſhal de Tallard was ſurrounded by the 
Fugitives, and taken near a Mill, behind the Village 
of Senderen, not far from the Danube. He choſe 
rather to ſurrender, than to run the Hazard of 
drowning, as had been the Fate of moſt of his 
Cavalry, which had taken to the Danube, to eſcape 
the Purſuit of the victorious Army, He was taken 
in the Sight of the Prince of He/e-Cafel, by his 
Aid de Camp, Monſieur de Boinenburg, a Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel of the Troops of fie. Several 
other Officers of Note were likewiſe made Priſoners 
in this Defeat. OT 
During theſe Tranſactions at the Village of 
Blenheim, and in the Center, the Duke of Marl. 
borough cauſed the Village of Oberk/au, which 
was Marſhal de Mar/in's Quarters, to be at: 
tacked by the Brigade of Beren/dorf, conſiſting of 
10 Battalions. The Prince of Halſeinbeck. who com- 
manded them as Major-General, and who came to 
the Army but the Day before, paſſed the Rivulet 
at the Head of 2 Battalions, with great Reſolution; 
but, as the Imperial Cavalry which was to have 
ſupported him, were wanting in their Duty, and 
kept Muſket-ſhot from him, he was hardly got over, 
when 7 or 8 of the Enemy's Battalions fell upon 
him with great Fury, before he could form his 
2 Battalions; ſo that one of them was almoſt en: 


tirely - 
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tirely cut in Pieces, and the Prince himſelf deſpe- 
rately wounded, and taken Priſoner z whom they put, 
wounded as he was, in a Waggon, in order to carry 
him away; but Fortune afterwards ſhifting Hands, 
he was retaken in that Condition, with three or 
four bleeding Wounds upon him, of which he 
died. Notwithſtanding this firſt Shock, theſe Bat- 
talions were no ſooner ſupported by ſome Daniſb 
and Hanoverian Cavalry, than they charged a ſecond 
Time; but with no better Succets : Jill, upon the 
third Charge, the Duke of Mariboms h himclt havin 
brought up ſome Squadrons, Walch were 3 
by others of the Body of Ræſerve, made them ad- 
vance with ſome Battalions beyond the Rivulet; 
whereupon the Enemy began to retire. This done, 
his Grace came Time enough to have his Share 
of puſhing the 30 Squadrons of French Horſe, and 
among them moſt of the Gens d' Armes, into the 
Danube. As ſoon as the Duke had performed theſe 
conſiderable Services, the Action in the Center being 
now decided in favour of the Confederates, his 
Grace cauſed Part of his victorious Cavalry to 
halt, to obſerve the Motions of that Part of the 
Enemy, which by this Time was drawn up beyond 
the Moraſs of Hech/radt. 


During this Halt, the Elector of Bavaria was 


perceived making his Retreat from the Village of 
Lutzingen, with great Precipitation, towards the Mo- 
raſs of Morſelingen. The French Horſe being en- 
tirely defeated, and- the Confederates Maſter of all 
the Ground which was between the Enemy's Left, 
and the Village of Blenheim, the 28 Battahons, 
and 12 Squadrons of Dragoons, which were in that 
Village, found themſelves cut off from the reſt 
of their Army; and, deſpairing of being able to 
make their Eicape, after a weak Attempt i

Having given an Account of the Succeſs of the MW * 
Confederates on the Jeft Wing, I proceed now to 1 
give an Account of what paſſed on the Right, under t 
the Commard of Prince Eugene, who laboured under a 
great Difficufties, having to deal with the Elector a 
of Bavaria, and the Marſhal de Ma, ſin, both | 
old Generals, of great Courage, Conduct, and Ex- 
perience. Moreover, the Troops on the Right, in- |

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them with great Firmne's and Reſolution, and. the 
Cavalry broke that of the Enemy's firſt Line; but 
they were ſo vigorouſly repulſed by that of their 
ſecond Line, that Part of them were driven in 
great Confuſion beyord the Rivulet; and the In- 
fantry, having no more Horſe to ſuſtain them, was 
obliged, not withſlarding the great Reſiſtance they 
made, to retreat 3 or 400. Paces, with conſiderable - 
Loſs, eſpecially the 2 . Battalions which were in 
the Flank ; inſomuch that things were at that 
Time, in a very bad Condition on that Side. The 
Infantry ftood firm near the Wood, and Prince 
Eugene having rallied the Horſe, brought them up 
again to the Charge, but they were repulſed a ſe- 
cond Time. They were rallied once more, and for 
near three Quarters of an Hour, they ſtocd within 
abou: 60 Paces of the Enemy, neither Side making 
any Motion. The Confederates. made Use of that, 
Time, to poſt the Troops advantageouſly, and to put 
them in O:der ; after which they charged a third 
Time. The Cavalry had at firſt ſome Advantage 
over that of the Enemy, but were afterwards re- 
pulſed by them ; whereas their Infantry broke, and. 
overthrew that with which they were engaged; tho“ 
they could not march up to them but through a moſt 
difficult Ground, where a ſmall Number of Troops 
were ſufficient to ſtop a greater.” Upon this, Prince 
Eugene left his Cavalry, ſeeing little Likelihood of 
being able to rally them again, and put himſelf at 
the Head of the Infantry ; who, improving the 
Diſorder into which they had put that of the Enemy, 
purſued them over Hills, Dales, Rocks and Woods; 
and having charged them again, entirely routed 
them, and continued the Chace for above an Hour's 
March as far as the Village of Lutzingen. Here 
Prince Eugene cauſed. his victorious Foot to make a 
Stand, to give Time to his Cavalry, which had 1]

ver themſelves. The French Horſe, daunted by their 
Succeſs, retired leiſurely ; Prince Eugene's Horſe fol- 
lowed them the ſame Pace, till having joined their 
Foot, the whole Wing continued their Chace, for the 
Space of an Hour, with all the Chearfulneſs which 
could be expected from Troops wearied with an Action 
of above five Hours, after a March of ten Hours, in an 
extreme hot Day, and followed the Enemy as far as 
the Village Morſelingen and Teifjenhoven, where 
they made a Shew, as if they would ſtand. their 
Ground, that they might gain Time to paſs a great 
Moraſs, and reach Dillingen and Laavingen. 

As ſoon as the Action on the left Wing was de- 


cided, the Duke of Marlborough diſpoſed himſelf to 


march with Part of that Wing, towards the Village 
of Oberkl/au, to charge the Left of the Enemy on 
their Flank, and to ſuccour their own Right under 
Prince Eugene; but he was informed, by the Way,

however, during the Siege, he put himſelf at the Head 
of a Party of Troops, and executed. a ſecret Ex- 
pedition againſt Triers, a pretty large City, and reck- 
oned the moſt ancient of Europe, which he made 
himſelf Maſter of, on the 1 of November.

The az9th, Szout- Leave, a little Town, in the Middle 
of a Moraſs, and the chief Defence of the Enemy's 
Lines, was inveſted, and a Week after the Garriſon 
ſurrendered Priſoners; of War. The Duke having 
cauſed. the Enemy's Lines to be levelled, and Tir- 
lint to be diſmantled, he. paſſed the Demer, and 
encamped, the 19th of September, at Ar/chot, where 
he remained ſome Days, to forward the Fortificati- 
ons of Digi, Haſjelt, Tongeren, and other ſmall 
Places, where Garriſons were to be ;left during the 
Winter.

T H E Morning being paſſed in reconoitring each 
we other's Movements, about half an Hour after 
one the Artillery of the Confederates began to play, 
4 5 was, immediately anſwered by the Enemy's 
Cannon; and both continued firing with conſiderable 
Execution; whilſt the.

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goons to regain that important Poſt ; but Monſieur | 


D' 4izverguergue commanded at the ſame time, the 
whole Wing of the Dutch Horle to attack the Ene- 
my, which not only prevented their Deſign, but 
put the Enemy's Dragoons into ſuch Diſorders, that 
they were not able either to reach the Village, or 


recover their Horſes, which they had left a good 


Way behind the Town of Hortomont; and ſo they 
were moſt of them cut in Pieces, or taken Priſo- 
ners. The Dutch Cavalry charged with a great deal 
of Bravery, Sword in Hand ; and ſoon after, the En- 
gagement was ſuſtained by the Daniſb Squadrons ; 


but having to deal witht he French King's Houſhold, 


viz, the Moſquetaires, Gens d Armes, Guardes de Corps, 
Horſe Grenadiers, and other choice Troops, which 
were in the Enemy's Right, the Conflict was ob- 


ſtinate, and the Succeſs doubtful for above an Hour. 


The Daniſb Horſe, which fought on the Left of all, 
behaved themſelves with ſuch Gallantry, that they 
forced the Enemy to give Ground, and broke ſeve- 
ral of their Squadrons. But at the ſame time the 
French had almoſt an equal Advantage againſt the 
Dutch Horſe, on the Right of the Left Wing, whom 
they put into great Confuſion. To remedy this, the 
Duke of Marlborough, who was advanced that Way, 
ſent for 20 Squadrons of Horſe from the right Wing, 
where they could not engage the Enemy's Left, by 
Reaſon of a Moraſs which ſeparated them ; and with 
theſe he reinforced his Left, adding to them his Body 
of Reſerve. The Duke, while theſe Troops were 
advancing from the Right, rallied ſome of the broken 
Squadrons, and gave his Orders for others to charge. 
In this Place his Grace was in the Extremity of Dan- 
ger ; for, being fingled out by ſeveral of the moſt 
reſolute of the Enemy, and having the Misfortune, 


as he was leaping a Ditch, to fall from his Horſe, 12

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entirely abandoned their Foot, and our Dragoons puſh» 
ing into the Village of Autregliſe, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them. The reſt of the Enemy, who 
were at the ſame time attacked by the Eng/z& and 
Dutch Foot, with equal Bravery, gave way on 
all Sides. Their Horſe rallied again in the Plains, 
to cover the diſorderly Retreat of their Foot; but 
they were ſo cloſely purſued by the Confederate Ca- 
valry, that they were forced to divide themſelves 
into 3 ſmall Bodies that they might fly the better 
three different Ways. Thoſe who took to the Left 
were purſued by the Dutch and Danes, who made 
great Slaughter amongſt them, and took Abundance 
of Priſoners: And thoſe that fled to the Right, were 
chaſed by the Regiments of Lumley, Hay, and Roſs; 
which 2 laſt fell in with the Reigment of Foot-called 
Du Roy, of whom baving killed many, the reſt 
threw down their Arms, and begged: Quarter, which 
was generouſly granted. Upon this, they delivered 
their Arms and Colours to the Lord hn Hays Dra- 
goons: But when the Dragoons faced about, in order 
to purſue the Enemy, they treacherouſly attempted 
to take up their Arms again; in which, however, 
they were prevented, and ſuffered ſeverely for their 
Perfidy.

During this Retreat, a Misfortune happened to the 
Enemy, which contributed not a little to compleat the 
Victory. Several Waggons of their Vanguard break 
ing down, ſtopped the Way, ſo that their Baggage | 
and Artillery, which followed, could not paſs ; nor | 
could their Troops defile in good Order; and per- 
ceiving that the Conſoles — having got In- 
telligence of this Action, purſued them cloſe, they | 
threw down their Arms, that they might eſcape with 
the greater Eaſe, and retreated without any Order, in | 
the greateſt Confuſion. Here it was, that the moſt | 
Priſoners were taken; for, during the Action, little | 
or no Quarter was given; the Confederate Horle, 
having been highly provoked; by the idle Gaſconades 
of the French Mouſquetaires, and the Gens d' Armes, 
of which they were very full when they came to the |

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Attack, but paid dearly-for it in the Sequel. 
Never was Victory more compleat; the Confede- 
rates made theinſelves Maſters of all the Enemys

The Enemy's Loſs, of Men, amounted to 8000 flain ;

'Proops. In the mean time, his Grace diſpoſed all 
things for their March early the next Morning, in 
order to force tije Paſſage: of the "Dewle ;* but he re- 
ceived.

In the Afternoon, according to 
their own Dekire, he was waited cn by the States of 
Brabant, and other Deputations, whom he received 
moſt courteduſly. His Negotiations, in conſequence, 
had the defired Effect, being followed by the Sub- 
miſhon , of Bruſſels, &c. Who declared themſelves 
for King Charles III. The 27th, the Duke, of 
Marlborough ſent his Brother, General Churchill, 
with 4 Battalions of Foot, and 2 Squadrons of Horſe, 
to command in Bruſſels; and on the 28th, his Grace 
made his Public Entry into that City with great State, 
and was received by all Ranks with all poſſible De- 
monſtrations of Joy and Reſpect. On his Return, in 
the Evening, to the Camp, he received Adyice that 
the Enemy, having carried away their Cannon and 
Ammunition from Liege, had quitted that Place;

1 E N I'N was reckoned a Key to the French 

Cônqueſts in the Netherlands, one of the 
moſt regular Fortifications in Flanders; and on 
which Monſieur % Vauban, who directed the Forti- 
fications, had beſtowed his utmoſt Skill, and thought 
them his Maſter- piece. It was built after the Peace 
of Nimeguen, and nothing that Art could invent, 
was wanting to render it impregnable. It was, more- 
over, defended by a ftrong Garriſon, commanded 
by experienced Officers. Notwithſtanding all the 
Difficulties that were to be ſurmounted, this Siege 
was refolved on, and the Place inveſted. the 23d of 
the ſame Month; but the Artillery from Ghent not 
being come up, the 'Frenches'were not opened itil 
the 4th of Augu, in the Night. The Approaches 
were carried on in the uſual Forms, without any 
remarkable Occurrence, till the 18th; when the 
Counterſcarp was taken by Storm, with great Loss 
on both Sides. The 22d, in the Morning, the Go- 
vernor finding himſelf no longer able to withſtand 
the tremendous Firing of the Beſiegers, beat a Parley ; 
upon which, Hoſtages were exchanged about 9 that 
Mornirg, The Capitulation was concluded in the 
Evening, purſuant to which the Place, ſurrendered; 
and much ſooner than was expected, conſidering its 
Strength: The Garriſon marched out with the Ho- 
nours of War. The Duke of Ma- /borough found,

late Conſternation and Diſorder, and having in ſome 
meaſure raiſed the Spirits of their Soldiers again, by 
taking the Fort of the Red. Hane, provided for 
the Subſiſtance of their Army, by carry ing off all 
the Corn they could find in the Country of Wars, 
as far as Ahh; and, to be revenged for the Contribu- 
tions raiſed by Count 7%, in Artois and Prarch, 

they detached. 10,000 Men, commanded by Roxel, to 
make an Irruption intq Dutch-Flangers ; which they 
execated, and brought” off à conſiderable Booty. 
"The States General were very uneaſy at this Inya- 
ſion. The Confederates having received a Train 
of Artillery, and being reſolved” to g0 upon ſome 
Undertaking, of the higheſt Importance, agreed at 
length upon the Sjege of Lee; rightly judging, that 
they could not attack the Enemy in a more ſenſible 
Part; wherefore the French made Uſe of all human 
Means for its Preſervation. The 13th of Aug}, 
the Prince of Orange- Naſſau "inveſted Liſie on one 
fide, and Ptince Eugene on the other. The Duke of 
Marlborough lay in the mean time with the main 


Army at a convenient Diſtance to cover. the Siege. 
Prince | Eugene of Savey, as Field-Marſhal of the 
Empire, was to command at this memorable Siege.

HE French-Court was not a little ſurprized to 
1 find Lie inveſted, and ſent poſitive Orders to the 
Dukes of Bargundy, and Yendome, to run all Hazards 
to raiſe: the Siege of ſo important a Place. The 
Trenches were opened the 22d of Auguſt, (N. Si) 


between 7 and 8 in the Evening: 4000 Workmen 


were appointed for the Service, covered by 20 Bat- 
talions, with 600 Horſe ready to ſuſtain» them. But 
the Trenches were carried on with ſo much Secrecy, 
as well as good Succeſs, that the Allies had above 2 
Hours time to cover themſelves, before they were 
perceived by the Enemy; who thereupon made a 
terrible Fire from the Town, though with ſo little 
Effect, that the Confederates had not above 3 or 4 


Men killed, and the wounded were about 15. The 


26th, in the Evening, the Beſieged made a vigorous 
Sally, but were driven back by the Prince of Orange- 
Naſſau, and made to quit a Poſt they had taken. 
The Saps and Trenches were advanced with all the 
Sueceſs the Beſiegers could expect or wiſh. Be- 
tween the iſt and th of September, every Thing 


went very much in favour of the Beſiegers. Prince 
Eugene cauſed the neceſſary Preparations to be made 


for attacking the Counterſcarp the ↄth. By all Cir- 


cumſtances of the Enemies Marches, it being pretty 
apparent that their Deſign was to attempt the raiſing 
of the Siege. Phe Duke of Mar /barowghy: therefore, 
conſidering that his Army was now much inferior to 


that of the Enemy, diſpatched ſeaſonable Orders to 
General Fagel, to make all poſſible Expedition (to

Every Thing being ready for the Attack of the 
Counterſcarp, a moſt terrible Fire was made from the 
Batteries; and about 8 O Clock the Signal being 
given, a general Diſcharge was made; whereupon 
the Troops deſigned for the Attack on the Leſt, 
marched out of the Trenches, with great Intrepidity, 
and admirable Order. They went directly up to the 
Paliſadoes, from whence they beat the Enemy, and 
ſeveral of them, leaping into the Covered Way, put 
to the Sword all the French they found there, ex- 
cepting 4 ' Officers,” and a very few Soldiers, who 
were taken Priſoners. While they were making 
their Lodgment near the Paliſadoes, the Enemy 
made a terrible Fire upon them, and ſprung 3 Mines, 
which did conſiderable Execution; the Beſiegers 
lodged themſelves however. The Troops who were 
commanded on the Right, attacked the Enemy with 
the ſame Courage and Succeſs, and lodged them- 
ſelves likewiſe.” The Allies loft conſiderably. Upon 
the Enemy's advancing the «thy, in the moſt exact 
| Order, towards the Intrenchments of the Allies, the 
. Duke of Marlborough immediately ordered his Troops 
to their Arms, and the Regiments were ordered to their 
reſpective Poſts behind the Entrenchments. Prince 
Eugene joined the Duke with an equal Number of 
Troops, and Albemarle was ſent for, with thoſe un- 
der his Command; the Enemy did nothing but can- 
nonade that Evening, which was briſkly anſwered 
from the Intrenchments, as weil as next Morning 
on their renewing it. About Noon, the Earl of A. 
chemurie joined the Army with his Detachment; Ihe 
"Duke and Prince now plainly perceiving, that the 
Deſigu of the Enemy extended no farther, than by 
[I frequent Alarms to delay the ſtorming the Outworks 
of Lie; and, conſidering that the Duke's.Camp was 
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the Ramparts of a Fortreſs, than ordinary Lines. 
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of {ufficient Force, his Highneſs returned the 13th 
to the Siege. | F 

The 2 Armies continued the 14th in the ſame Si- 
tuation; but the French Generals having held a 
Council of War, in which they conſidered how im- 
practicable it was to attack the Confederates with 
any Appearance of Succeſs, reſolved to cut off their 
Communication with Aeth and Brufels, by makin 
themſelves Maſters of all the Paſſes on the Schell. 
Purſuant to this Reſolution, they began to move the 
15th, by Break of Day, without Beat of Drum. 
Upon Notice thereof, the Duke of Mar/borough or- 
dered the Army, . under his Command, to be ready 
to march-the -16th, in order to obſerve the Enemy, 
who having that Day put ſeveral Battalions into Dau- 
ay, continued their March in 4 Columns directly 
towards Tournay. The Duke hereupon made a ſmall 
Motion, and received Intelligence that the Day be- 
fore a Convoy of 100 Waggons, laden with Cannon- 
Ball for the Siege, ut at Oudenard from Aeth, 
under the Guard of 1200 Foot, commanded by 
Colonel Freke, notwithſtanding the Enemy's Endea- 
vours to intercept it. On the 2oth, untill. which 
Day they had made ſeveral Movements not unob- 
ſerved by the Duke of Mar/horough, the Enemy took 
all poſſible Care to ſecure the Paſſes on the Scheld, 
caſting up Intrenchments, and erecting Batteries in 
ſeveral Places; and caſting up a Line from the Hill 
near Oudenard?.to Euame, by which that Place was 
entirely cloſed in, on that Side of the Scheld; and 
not only the Communication between Bru/els and 
the Confederate Army quite cut off, but the Army 
ſeparated, from all Intercourſe with Holland. Theſe 
Lines were about 70 Miles long, and in ſome Places 
near Ozgeyandey. they had more the Appearance of

In the mean Time the Siege of Liſe was carried 


on but ſlowly, yet with Reſolution, Courage, and 


indefatigable Diligence. But the Duke of Bur- 


gundy, being unealy to know what Condition the 


Place and Garriſon was in for .a further Defence, 
employed one Dubozs, a Captain in the Regiment of 
Beauvaſis, who undertook to get into the Town, 
and bring the Prince the Account he was fo deſirous 
of. This Officer being got urdiſcovered to the 
Place, where he propoſed to make his 4ttempt, ſtrip- 
ed himſelf ſtark naked, and having hid his Cloaths, 
ſwam over 7 Canals and Ditches, and got into the 
Town : he returned the ſame Way, and finding his 
Cloaths again, brought the Duke of Burgund) a 
Letter from the Marſhal, which was fo contrived, 
that he carried it in his Mouth, ſecure from being 
damaged by Moiſture. . Th det 
On the 19th, Prince Eugene gave Orders to make 
all neceſſary Preparations for ſtorming the Out works, 
and a Diſpoſition for it was made accordingly; pur- 
ſuant to which, every Thing was got ready for the 
Aſſault the zoth in the Evening, but on Account of 
ſome Obſtacles cauſed by the Enemy, was put off to 
the following Evening. The Signal being given by 
a general Diſcharge from the Batteries, as well 
all the Mortars as the Cannon, the Mines both on 
the Right and Left were ſprung with good Succeſs. 
The Grenadiers thereupon mounting the Breach on 
the Right, obliged the Enemy to retire. On the 
Left, the Beſiegers made themſelves Maſters of a 
Place of Arms, and they likewiſe beat the Enemy 
out of the Counterſcarp; but a great Number of 
freſh Troops coming upon them, *and* the Officer 
who commanded the Men appointed to ſuſtain” the 
Confederates on that Side, being killed, they were

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Prince Eugene ſeeing the Grenadiers repulſed, rallied 
them himſelf, and led them on again to the Charge. 
In this Action his Highneſs received a Wound by a 
Muſket Ball, which grazing on his Forehead above 
his left Eye, made no Fracture, and only beat off his 
Hat; he Was prevailed on to retire to his Quarters, 
and have his Wound dreſſed This Action being 
very obſtinate and bloody, coſt the Confederates little 
les than ooo Men; either killed or wounded: To 
ſupply this Loſs, the Dake of Marlborough ſent next 
Day a Reinforeement of 400 Grenadiers to the Siege. 
The ſame Morning, the Duke went to viſit Prince 
Eugene; his Grace perſuaded his Highneſs to keep 
his Chamber a few Days, till his Wound ſhould be 
healed : during which Time, the Duke of Marl. 
brrough ſuſtained the Weight of the Command, both 
of the Siege and his own Army. The States-Gene- 
ral were ſo ſenſible of the Loſs they ſhould ſuſtain 
by the Death of Prince Engene, that they ordered 
their Deputies to conjure him not to be ſo free in 
expoſing his Perſon for the future; and not only 
they, but even ſome of the Generals, adviſed the 
raifing of the Siege; but his Highneſs rejected theſe 
Overtures, and perſiſted in carrying it on, though he 
ſhould be obliged to do it with his own Troops. 
Notwithſtanding ſome ' Succeſſes, the Beſiegers met 
with ſo many Difficulties, the Siege was protracted 
to an unuſual Length; the Garriſon, on the other 
hand, having ſuſlained ſeveral Attacks, and made 
all the while a prodigious Fire, began to be in Want 
of Ammunition.” General Webb gained immortal 
Honour by the Victory his Detachment gained over 
the French and Spaniards at Wynendate, which pre- 


vented the raifing of the Siege of Zi/e, and facili | 


litated the ſafe Arrival of the grand Convoy to the 
Camp before Life, the laſt Day of September. Its

On the zd of October the Beſiegers made themſelves "-

Every Thing being prepared for the general W 15 
Storm, the 2 zd, at 4 in the Afternoon the Garriſon 
beat a Parley, and in Conſequence capitulated, and 
ſurrendered the Town to the Allies. According to 
the Capitulation, the French retired. the 25th into 
the Citadel, which on the 23d of . Oober (N. 8.) 
commenced Hoſtilities againſt the Allies, who con- 
tracted their Line of Circumvallation, erected Bat- 
teries, &c. and carried on their Approaches by ſap, 
in order to ſave their len. 

As well the Beſiegers of, as the Beſieged in the 
Citadel of Liſe, were good Huſbands of their ſmall 
Stock of Ammunition, which drew the Siege indeed 
to ſome Length, but was at the ſame time the Oc- 
caſion that it was carried on with a very inconſider- 
able Loſs. However, the 11th of November, Prince the 
Eugene, who ſtill continued to expoſe. himſelf, wa cov 
in great Danger of his Life ; his Gentleman of the 25t

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Places of Arms, which the Enemy abandoned the 
15th 5: and the 17th, they lodged themſelves on the 
Glacis of the ſecond Covered Way, without any Loſs. 
The toth of December, according to the Articles 
which had been agreed upon, Marſhal Bouflers, 
with his whole Garriſon, marched out of the ſur- 
rendered Citadel, with all the uſual Marks of Ho- 
nour, and was conducted to Doway. During the Siege 
of the Citadel, the Elector of Bavaria attempted 
to befiege and reduce the City of Bruſſels, but was 


deſeated in this vain Project, by the Wiſdom, Con- 
duct, and Expedition of the Duke of Marlborough, 


and his worthy Co adjutor Prince Eugene; for the 
Delivery of which very important City, a Day of 


Thankigiving was obſerved throughout the Army. 


After that the French Generals had ſent their 


Troops into Winter Quarters, and returned them- 
ſelves to Paris, the Duke of Marlborough thought 


there remained ſomething yet for him to do, to 


crown the Succeſſes of the Campaign; he therefore 
"marched, the 11th of November (N. S.) with his 


Army to form the Siege of Ghent, which he was to 
command, and Prince Eugene to cover. On the 
18th it was inveſted. On the 22d, Red Fort on the 
Canal between Ghent and the Sas, was blocked up. 


The 24th, every Thing being in Readineſs, the 
Trenches were opened about 8 in the Evening. Ihe 


Night being very bright, the Enemy's Centinels ſoon 
perceived the Beſiegers, but before they could get 
their Troops together, the Workmen were ſo well 
covered, that their Loſs was inconſiderable. The

In this Conflict, Brigadier 
Evans, with Colonel Growe, of the Lord North and 
Gray's Reigment, were taken Priſoners. 
The Batteries of the Allies fired the ſame Day 
with io good Succeſs upon the Red Fort, that the 
Garriſon, conſiſting of 200 Men, beat a Parley, ard 
ſurrendered themſelves Priſoners of War. The 29th, 
about Noon, the Attacks having been ſo vigorouſly 
carried on, on every Side, that Monſieur dg /e Motte, 
Governor of Ghent deſired to capitulate, which was 
ſettled the zoth, in the Morning. Purſuant to the 
Capitulation, the Garriſon of Ghext marched out the 
dd of January, (N. S.) with the uſual Marks of Hon- 
our, to be conducted to Tourney 3 and immediately 
after the Duke of Argyle, with 6 Britzh Battalions, 
took Pol: fon of the Town and Citadel. 
The joy for having recovered Ghent was not a 
little augmented, by the News of the Enemy's having

acquaint him, that the French Garriſon had marched 
out in the Night between the 1ſt and 2d of Fam- 
ary; and at the ſame Time, the Enemy abandoned 
Tlaſſendahi and Leffinghen, and retired into their own

The Prince ſet out the zd in the Morning for 
N whither he was followed next Day by the 
Duke; there they ſettled the Winter Quarters for

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and the Variety of critical Turns, as well as impor- 
tant Succeſſes of it, is hardly to be paralelled in 
Hiſtory, and proved as much to the Advantage, as 
well as Glory of the Confederates, as their moſt ſan- 
guine Wiſhes could have deſired. 

There being Negotiations ſet on Foot privately 

this Winter for a Peace, occaſioned the Duke's ſtay- 
ing ſome time in the Low Countries; and to him, 
while there, were tranſmitted by the Speaker the 
Thanks of the Houſe of Commons, to whom he 
returned a moſt grate ful Anſwer. 
The 25th of February, (O. S.) the Duke of Marl- 
borough having carried his Negotiations in the Lo- 
Country, as tar as the Honour of the Nation would 
allow, embarked at O/tend ; and, after a long and 
dangerous Voyage, arrived in Londen the iſt of 
March, about 2 in the Afternoon. 

His Grace having the next Day taken his Seat in 
the Houſe of Peers, the Lord Chancellor, by Order 
of their Lordſhips, returned the Thanks of that illuſ- 
trious and auguſt Aſſembly, for the eminent Services

The high Allies being juſtly, provoked, by the un- 
fair Proceedings of France, and finiſter Views in her 
pretended . Negotiations of a Peace. (calculated to 
amuſe and -overeach) reſolved to improve their late 
Advantages by a vigorous Proſecution of the War ; 
and though the Campaign in Flanders, which was 
the principal Scene of Action for this Year 1709, was 
opened. pretty late, it did not (as ſome imagined) 
proceed from any Amuſement ariſing from the Ne- 
gotiation of Peace, but from the extraordinary Back- 
wardneſls of the Seaſon, after an exceſſive had Win- 
ter, and the great Rains which enſued ; for the 
e | F 4 ENT, Duke 
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Duke of Mar/borough, truſting little to the Shews of 
Peace, had prepared every Thing for opening the 

Campaign, as ſoon as he faw what might be ex- 
pected from the Court of France, and the Seaſon 
would admit. 

The Confederate Troops deſigned for this Cam- 
paign, to the Number of above 110, ooo Men being 
aſſembled about Courtray and Menin, formed the Ar- 
my the 21ſt of June, (d. S.) near the laſt Place; 
and marched the 22d towards Liſſe. The next Day 
the Duke of Marlborough, and Prince Eugene, put 
themſelves at the Head of the Army. 

The 24th, upon Advice from Arras, that the

The Siege of TouRNarY. 


FT HE Confederate Troops arrived the 25th in 

the Morning before Tournay, which was ſoon 
after inveſted. And this being a March ſtolen on 
the Marſhal de Villar, who did not in the leaſt ſur- 
miſe any Deſign againſt Tcurnay, its Garriſon was 
but weak. The Governor was not a little ſurprized 


to {ce the Confederate Troops in Motion to attack a 


Town unprovided with Neceſſaries for a long Siege. 
Marſhal de Villars made 2 Attempts to reinforce the 

Garriſon, but was defeated. 
The zd of Fuh, (N. S.) all the Troops appointed 
for the Siege having taken their Poſt _ the 
i CD > Own, 
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Town, the Generals made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions 
for attacking the City and Citadel. 

The Lines of Circumvallation were begun the 4th 
of Jah, and the Troops prepared great Number of 
Faſcines and Gabions, to be made uſe of in the Ap- 
proaches. The 6th, the Lines of Circumvallation 
were perfected. | | 

The 7th, between 10 and 11 at Night, the 
Trenches were opened at 3 ſeveral Attacks, and 
carried on with ſuch Succeſs, and ſo little Loſs, that 
the Allies had not above 3o Men killed, and about 
ſo many wounded. The 1oth, the Boats laden with 
the Artillery and Ammunition arrived, and great 
Numbers of Men were employed to bring the 
Cannon to the Batteries. The ſame Day, the Beſieg- 
ed made a Sally with 500 Men ; and the 12th, at 
Night, another; they were both unſucceſsful. The 
13th and 14th the Batteries began to play from the 
3 Attacks. The Siege was regularly carried on, and 
in the Night, between the 21ſt and 22d, the Allies 
_ themſelves Maſters of the whole Counter- 

rp. 
The Befieged having found Means by the Help 
of their Sluices to let a great Quantity of Water into 
the Ditch of the Town, which hindered the Beſiegers 
from giving the Aſſault fo ſoon as they intended, the 
Priſoners were in the mean time at Work, and bring- 
ing into a narrower Compaſs the Lines of Circumyal- 
lation on the fide of the Citadel, to cover the Troops 
to be employed in that Attack, after. the taking of 
the Town. | 

The 28th in the Morning, the Befiegers made a 
Sally, and were vigorouſly repulſed, and driven into 
the Town. Hereupon the Beſiegers made the neceſ- 
lary Preparations for a general Storm, but were pro- 
vented by the * ;. who, about 6.0 Clock in 
PH 5 the 


the Evening, hung out white Colours, beat the 


Chamade, and deſired to capitulate for the Town, 


which was granted, and an honourable Capitulation 
agreed upon between 9 and 10 in the Evening, and 
ſigned by the Duke of Marlborough and Prince 
Eugene, on the Part of the Allies; and by Lieute- 
nant-General de Turwille, on the Part of the Gar- 
riſon. Thus, after 21 Days of open Trenches, the 
victorious Arms of the Allies carried a Place, which 
the French thought impregnable. The Loſs. of Men 
the Allies ſuſtained was not great, conſidering the 
Importance of the Place; of which, according to 
the Capitulation, the French ſurrendered one Gate 
the zoth of Juh (N. S.). The next Day the Marquis 
de Turwille was entertained at Dinner by Prince Eu- 
gene; and in the Afternoon retired into the Citadel, 
which his Garriſon had already entered, to the Num- 
ber of about 4coo Men; but a great Number of 
them concealed themſelves in the Town; and 2 Cap- 
tains, 4 Lieutenants, with about 150 Men, came to 
the Duke cf Marlborough's Camp. At the ſame 
Jime, the Enemy's Sick and Wounded, to the 
Number of 800, were conducted to Dauay; and the 
Earl of Albemarle, who was appointed Governor 
of - Tournay,' took Poſſeſſion of the Town with 12

As ſoon as the Enemy had evacuated the Town, 
the Allies began to make the neceſſary Diſpoſitions 
for the Reduction of the Citadel, which-was counted 
one of the ſtrongeſt in Europe; not only fortified 
With the utmoſt Exactneſs, and the Works well 
fenced with Stone, but all the Ground was wrought 
into Mines; ſo that the Reſiſtance of the Garriſon 
was not ſo much apprehended, as the Miſchief they 
might do, by blowing, up their Mines. 


Two 
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Two Attacks were formed. The French began 
the firſt Act of Hoſtility; for, on the 1 of Auguſi, 
they fired with Cannon and Small-ſhot upon the 
Trenches and Batteries, from which latter they were 
immediately anſwered, and the Fire continued very 
hot on both Sides the whole Night. The next 
Day, Auguſt the 2d, (N. 8) the Troops appointed 
for the Siege of the Citadel, took the Poſt aſſigned 
them, within the new Lines of Circumvallation, 
and carried on the Attack with very good Succeſs. 
The zd of Auguſt, a Bomb from the Batteries of 
the Allies, blew. up one of the Enemy's Magazines ; 
and the Night between the 4th and 5th, the 'I'renches 
were carried on to the Paliſadoes of the ſaillant 
Angle of the Counterſcarp of the Queen's Baſtion. 
Ihe 5th, in the Afternoon, the Enemy made a 
Sally upon the Trenches, but were immediately 
beaten back again. = 

During the French pretended Propoſal of Terms 
ſurrendering the Citadel, calculated merely to get 
Time, the Siege was carried on with all, poſſible. 
Vigour, notwithſtanding the great Difficulties met 
with, chiefly from the vaſt Number of Mines which 
the Enemy ſprung, and which the Beſiegers could 
hear them working upon under their Feet at al- 
moſt every Step they advanced. The Siege was at- 
tended with all the Succeſs which could be expected 
from the cautious and ſlow Method of ſapping. 

Never were ſo many Inflances of little ſubterra - 
neous Skirmiſhes, as at this Siege, which was puſhed 
on with as much Vigour,. and as various Success, 
under Ground, as above.

A little after 8 o Clock, the Signal for the Attack 
was given by a Diſcharge of 50 Pieces of Cannon; 
the Cannonading continued very briſt on both Sides. 
The Duke of Argyle and other Generals, attacked 
the Enemy with ſuch Bravery, that notwithſtanding 
the Barricadoes of felled Trees, and other Impedi- 
ments they met in their Way, after an Hour's Re- 
ſiſtance they drove the Freurb out of their Intrench- 
ments, in the Woods of Sart and Jaiſniere.

The Allies made a good Uſe of the Beginning of 
the Victory, and all their Troops moved on with 
freſh Reſolution, and purſued: the French; the reſt 
of whoſe broken Army retired in great Confuſion, 
ſome to Manbeuge and Valenciennes, and others to 
Condé, leaving the Allies in Poſſeſſion of the Field 
of Battle, 16 of their Cannon, 20 Colours and Stan- 
dards, and Abundance of Priſon eres. 

The Enemy fought with a Bravery beyond what 
was expected from them, from Half an Hour paſt 8 
in the Morning, *till.

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The Duke of Marlborough, after the Death of the 
Earl of Godolphin, (with which he was greatly affected) 
reſolved at laſt to make other People eaſy, and his 
own Perſon more ſecure, by retiring out of the King- 
dom. He embarked at Dower in the North. Britain 
Packet-Boat, on Sunday, the 2oth of November. 
The next Morning his Grace came before the Har- 
bour of Offend, and the Captain of the Packet hoiſt. 
ing her Enſign on the Topmaſt Head, the Town 
took it as a Signal of his Grace's being on Board, 
and made a Salute of all the Cannon towards the 
Sea; and on the Packet-Boat's entering the Harbour, 
3 Rounds of the Artillery on the Ramparts. On 
his Grace's landing he was received by General Cad- 
ogan, and Brigadier de Caris, Governor of the Place, 
and conducted by a vaſt Concourſe of People to 
Captain Brown's; where he dined ; he ſupped with 
the Governor, and lay that Night at the Burgo-mal- 
ter's. And the next Day, December the 13th (N. S.) 
his Grace ſet out for Antwerp, being ſaluted by ano- 
ther triple Diſcharge of the Cannon, and by the

At his Grace's Entrance into Artiaverp, he was 
met without the Gates by the Marquiſs de Terrace- 
na, Governor of the Citadel, whom he had before 
honoured with his Friendſhip 3 and who, in the Em- 
peror his Maſter's Name, made him an Offer of all ;

aberp and that Town, to eſcort his Grace. | 

On his Arrival there, he again found himſelf 
under the Neceſſity of complying with the Diſpo- 


ſitions that were made to compliment him, in re- 


ſpect to the States-General, who ſent particular 
Orders for it, to ſhew the great Value they had for 
his Perſon and his Services. 

The Garriſon was drawn up about Noon under 
Arms, in two Ranks, from the Braſſels Gate to the 
Governor's Houſe; and about 7 in the Evening, 
the Duke arrived, under a tripple Diſcharge of the 
Cannon from the Bulwarks ; and received all other 
Honours that were paid him in other Places. 

He was accompanied by General Dey, who 
waited upon his Grace without the Town; as alſo 
by Lieutenant-General Cadogan, (afterwards Earl 
Cadogan) who choſe rather to attend on his old 
General, than to enjoy his Places and Employments 
under the new Miniſiry, who, for this Reſpect ſne wn 
to his Grace, diveſted him of them. 

When the Duke alighted at the Governor's Houſe, 
a great Guard was immediately placed, under a Cap- 
tain, Lientenant, and Enſign ; and the next Morn- 
ing his Grace was complimented by the Magiſtrates 
in a full Body, and with as great Tokens of Reſpect, 
as if he had ſtill retained the Command of the Con- 
federate Army: Nor was leſs Obeitance ſhewn him 
at his Departure. | 
In his Journey to Aix la Chapelle (where he in- 
tended to take up his Refidence for ſome Time, till 
ſuitable Proviſions were made in the Heart of Ger- 
many, for his Abode) the Peaſants and others flccked

Ir is remarkable that on that very Day, the iſt 
of Auguſt, his Grace with the Dutcheſs landed at 
Dover. He was received by the Mayor and [urats 
of the Town in their Formalities, with the univerſal 
Acclamations of all People, with a Diſcharge of a 
great Number of Guns from the Platform ; but none 
from the Caſtle, which never ſalutes any but the 
Sovereign. 

On Medneſday the 4th, at the Deſire of ſeveral 
Noblemen and eminent Citizens, his Grace con- 
ſented to make a Kind of public Entry into London, 
Sir Charles Cox, Member of Parliament for Sourh- 
ward, with about 200 ſubſtantial Inhabitants, were 

repared to meet his Grace on Horſeback, and re. 
olved to attend him through the Borough. He was 
likewiſe attended as he paſſed through the City, to 
his Houſe at St. Famts's, by above 200 Gentlemen, 
and others on Horſeback ; and by his noble Rela- 
tions, with others of the Nobility and Gentry in 
their Coaches, many of them with 6 Horſes ; the 
whole making a gallant Appearance, though with- 
out any great Formality. A Company of Volunteer 
City-Grenadiers marched before his Grace's Coach, 
and having brought him to his Houſe, faluted him 
with a Volley. The People crouded every where to 
ſee his Grace, making loud and joyful Acclamations 
of, Long live King George: Long live the Duke of 
Marlborough, &c. HOES. 

His Grace was complimented the Morning after 
his Arrival by moſt of the foreign Miniſters ; and 
by great Numbers of the Nobility, Gentry, and 
Officers of the Army: And _— been that Day 
at St. James's, (where he was ſworn one of the 
Privy-Council by the Lords Juſtcices) as he went 
. through the Park to the Houſe of Peers, his Sedan 
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was followed by Crowds of Soldiers and other Pec- 
ple, with loud Huzzas ; after which, his Grace re- 
tired for ſome Time to Bath. | 

On the Arrival of King George the Iſt, his Grace 
was peculiarly diſtinguiſhed by him, and a few 
Days after appointed Captain-General of the Land-

Chafiot was drawn by 8 Horſes, covered with Vel- 


and Miller. on the LE, CBurchilland Drais; Drake 
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Right, the latter on the Left. In 5 other Coaches 
followed the Duke of Somerſet; the Duke of Graf- 
tan; the Duke of Mantroſt; the Duke of Dor/et ; 
the Earl of Strafford ; the Duke of Newwcafle, Lord 
Chamberlain; the Duke of Cleveland; the Duke of 
St. Aiban's ; the Duke of Kut; the Earl of Peter- 
borough ; all (except the Duke of Montro/s) having 
their Collars and Stars, as Knights of the Garter z 
theſe 10 being Aſſiſtants to the chief Mourner. 
In the next 2 Coaches came the Earl of Car- 
digan; the Earl of Briſiol; the Earl of Leiceſter ; 
the Earl of Burlington, who were to ſupport the Pall 
in the Church. A Horſe of Honour richly capari- 
ſoned, led with a ſilken Rein, by Captain F, in his 
military Mourning, walking on Foot, æſſiſted by 2 
Grooms on Foot, His Majelty's Coach. His Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of Waless Coach. Then 
followed the Coaches of the Nobility, &c. according 
to their ſeveral Precedences and Degrees. Being ar- 
rived at tne Weſt Door of the Abbey of We/tmin/ter, - 
only thoſe Perſons who bore the Standards, Guidons, and 
Banners abovementioned, and their Supporters, as alſo 
the Heralds, with his Grace's Secretary, 2 Chaplains, 
and his 4 white Staff Officers, and thoſe: who carried 
the Banner- Rolls, entered the Church, The Chariot 
coming to the Door, the Armour-was taken off, the 
Body was carried into the Church, and refted near the 
Entrance, while the chief Mourner, Supporters, and 
Aſſiſtants, the Pall Bearers, the Nobility, and others 
attending, alighted out of their Coaches, the Organs 
playing during that Time. Having entered into 
tne Church, a Velvet Canopy being held over the 
Body, and the Pall Bearers having taken up the Cor- 
ners of the Pall, the Prebends in their rich Coats, 
and the Choir in their Surplices, placed themfelyes. 
after the great Banner, and before the Heralds, who

ſinging till the Body was placed in King Henry the 
Seventh's Chapel. Garter King of Arms; the chief 
Mourner, with his 2 Supporters; Sir Robert Rich 
bearing his Train; the 10 Aſſiſtants; the Nobi- 
kty according to their ſeveral Precedencies. In this 
Manner they proceeded through the South. Ile of the 
Church, till they came near to the Choir; and then 
eroſſing into the North-Iſle, went up to King Henry 
the Seventh's Chapel, where the Body was reſted on 
a Stand prepared for it, in the Middle of the Area, 
The Pall bearers were ſeated on Stools, on each Cor- 
ner of the Body; at the Head the chief Mourner, 
with his 2 Supporters, 1 on each Hand, and his 19 
Aſſiſtants were ſeated 5 on each Side of the Body; 
the Nobility placing themſelves in the Stalls. During 
the whole Solemnity in the Church, and alſo in the 
Chapel, the Banner-Rolls were held over the Body. 
An Altar, by the Dean's Order, was erected at tle 
Head of King Henry the Seventh's Tomb. After 


the Body was ſet down in the Chapel, a fine Anthem, 


ſet to Muſic by Signor Hononcini,, was performed with 
vocal and inſtrumental Muſic, the Performers being 
r on a Scaffold — from Top to Bottom with 
ourning, erected croſs the Chapel at the Entrance. 
The Words ſuited very well to the Dignity and So- 
lemnity of the Occaſion, and were as follow:

The Anthem being ended, the Body was carried 
to a Vault, at the Foot of King Henry the Seventh's 
Tomb, the Choir ſinging, Man that is born of Mo- 
man, and the 3 following. Sentences, and continned 
ſinging them, till the Body was depoſited in the 
Vault. Then the Lord Biſhop of Rochefler, Dean 
of Weftminfler, in his Cope, read, For as much as it 
hath pleaſed Almighty God, c. Then the Choir 
ſung, I heard a Voice from Heaven, fc. 121 

The Service being ended, Garter King at Arms 
proclaimed the Stile of the Deceaſed as follows. 

That it kath pleaſed the Almighty God, to take 
out of this tranſitory Life unto his Mercy, the Moſt 
High, Mighty and Noble John Churchill, Duke and 
Earl of Marlborough, Marquis of Blandford, Lord 
Churchill of Sardford, in the County of Hertford ; 
Baron of Aymouth, in the County of Berwick, in 
Scotland; Prince of the moſt Holy Roman Empire; 
Captain-General of his Majeſty's Forces ; Maſter- 
General of the Ordnance; one of the Lords of his 
Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy - Council; and 
Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, And 
then his Grace's Officers breaking their Staves,- deli- 
vered the Pieces to Garter, who threw them in upon 
the Coffin. During the Proceſſion, and *til! the 
Body was depoſited, the Guns at the Tower were 
fred, one every Minute. The Detachments of the 
Horſe-Grenadiers, and of the iſt and 3d Twp "oo 
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Horſe-Guards, having paſſed by the Weſt Door of 

the Abbey, went through Terhi Street to Buckj»g- 
ham Houſe, and entering St. James's Park, at the 
Gate there, marched to the Parade, and drew up. 
The Artillery, with the 2 Companies of Cannoniers 
and Bombardiers made the ſame March, and drew 
up alſo on the Parade. The Detachments of the 3d, 
and of the ad Regiment of Foot-guards, and the 
1ſt Regiment of Foot - guards, having marched by 
the ſaid Abbey Door, paſſed through the Queen's 


Square into St. James's Park, and drew up on the 


Parade. The Detachments of the 2d and 4th Troops 
of Horſe: guards, commanded by the Lord Forręſter, 
(which cloſed the Proceſſion) after they came to the 
ſaid Abbey Door, returned by the Way they went, 
marched. into St. James's Park through the great 
Gate at the Horſe-guards, and drew up alſo on the 
Parade.

„All the Troops and Artillery being drawn up on 
the Parade in St. Zames's Park, at a Signal given 
that the Body: was:depofited, fired 3 Vollies. Then 
they returned to the Camp in Hyde-Park ; the Horſe 
fiſt, the Foot next; and after them the Artillery. 
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
